United 

So-called 
friendly skies 
'can’t be trusted’

F ed up with United Airlines and 
its apparent about-face regard¬ 
ing the city*s new domestic part¬ 
ner benefit law, the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Supervisors unanimous¬ 
ly supported a policy change Monday, 
June 2 that would bar city employees 
from flying United unless no alterna¬ 
tive air carrier is available. 

In a demonstration of solidarity, 
all of the board members co-spon¬ 
sored the legislation after it was intro¬ 
duced by Supervisors Tom Ammiano 
and Leslie Katz. 

The proposal would only apply to 
city funds spent on air travel for city 
employees or agents. It now goes to 
the city attorney’s office for review 
and refinement; it is expected to come 
back to the board later this month for 
a final vote. 

Earlier this year, United Airlines 
negotiated with the board and won a 
two year exemption from the domes¬ 
tic partner benefit law, which went 
into effect Sunday. United has a multi- 
million dollar lease at San Francisco 
International Airport that was the 
subject of the February negotiations. 

Under the law, all businesses that 
contract with the city must provide 
benefits to domestic partners of em¬ 
ployees if they provide benefits to 
spouses. Many businesses have come 
out in support of the law, and several 
corporations have initiated domestic 
partner benefits since Mayor Willie 
Brown signed the landmark bill last 
November. 

The airlines, however, have been re¬ 
sistant, and on May 13, the Air Trans¬ 
port Association (ATA) filed suit in 
federal court. TheATA maintains that 
the national air transportation system 
is governed exclusively by federal law. 

The ATA did not seek a temporary 
restraining order or a preliminary in¬ 
junction prior to June 1 to block the 
law from taking effect, which some ob¬ 
servers view as favorable for the city. 

‘First step in boycott’ 

At Monday’s board meeting, a lob¬ 
byist for United was in the audience, 
awaiting another agenda item, when 
the “don’t fly United” proposal was 
discussed, Katz told the B.A.R.

An emotional Sandra Hernandez 
resigns as health director

D r. Sandra Hernandez has decided that 
13 years in public health is enough; 
on Tuesday, June 3 she announced her 
resignation as Health Director at the 
Health Commission meeting. Since her ap¬ 
pointment in January 1994, Hernandez, a 
Latina lesbian, has overseen a $720 million 
annual health budget in one of San Francis¬ 
co’s most high profile and controversial jobs. 

Later this summer, she’ll become the 
fourth director of the San Francisco Foun¬ 
dation, one of the largest community foun¬ 
dations in the country. The foundation, es¬ 
tablished 49 years ago, awards millions of 
dollars in grants every year throughout sev¬ 
eral Bay Area counties. 

After a visibly emotional Hernandez an¬ 
nounced her resignation, the seven commis¬ 
sioners commended her, praising her leader¬ 
ship and accomplishments as the city’s top 
health official. She will stay on through the 
end of July to see the department through 
this year’s budget process. 

“This department is the finest in the coun¬ 
try, if not the world,” said Hernandez, who 
had to pause several times to fight back tears. 
The day before her announcement, Her-

The 49ers win by an extra point 

Propositions B and E lose in Tuesday’s election

T here were no candidates competing in 
the June 3 special election, but the 
campaigning was fast and furious 
nonetheless, thanks to Props. D (Foot¬ 
ball Stadium Bonds) and F (Candlestick 
Point/Stadium Land Use). With approxi¬ 
mately 4,500 provisional ballots left to be 
counted and with all 534 precincts report¬ 
ing, both D and F appear to have passed by 
razor-thin margins - D by less than 500 


votes and F by slightly more than 200. 

Mayor Brown, who at one point had 
staked his political future on the outcome of 
the contest, danced on stage and waved 49er 
pompoms at Yes on D and F headquarters 
Tuesday night. After trailing for most of the 
evening, the two controversial propositions 
took a slight lead late in the day, and the 
mayor vowed to stay up all night if necessary 
to know the outcome. 

The apparent win was seen as a victory 
for Brown, the embattled Jack Davis and, of 
course, the 49er organization. State Senator 


Quentin Kopp and political consultant Clint 
Reilly were the big losers June 3. The well-fi¬ 
nanced Yes on D and F forces outspent their 
opposition by a whopping 30-1 margin, $4 
million to $125,000. 

In other San Francisco election results, 
Prop. A (City College and School Bonds) 
passed by the required two-thirds majority; 
Prop. B (Cultural Center Bonds) was defeat¬ 
ed; Prop. C (Zoo Bonds) appeared to have 
passed, though was too close to call; and 
Prop. E (Charter Amendment/PUC Bonds) 
lost by a wide margin, 62.9 to 37 percent. T

Mayor’s draft budget: 
something for everyone 

$3.4 billion plan goes to supervisors

n upbeat Mayor Willie 

A Brown presented his pro¬ 
posed budget for the 1997- 
98 fiscal year for San Francisco to 
the Board of Supervisors Monday, 
June 2. The $3.4 billion spending 
plan contains no new taxes and no 
major fee increases. The board’s fi¬ 
nance committee will hold its first 
round of public hearings on the 
budget beginning June 17. 

Brown said economic growth 
in the city has enabled him to 
draft a budget that will direct ex¬ 
penditures “to areas where they 
are most needed for a healthier 
city, a cleaner city, a city more re¬ 
sponsive to needs and that is very, 
very, very safe and comfortable for 
people to exist in.” 

Significantly, Brown has allo¬ 
cated $6.3 million in new general 
fund money for substance abuse 
treatment on demand. In addition 
to the 182 new treatment slots 
added by Brown in the 1996-97 
fiscal year, 500 more treatment 
slots will be funded next year. 

Health Director Dr. Sandra 
Hernandez said that she was ex¬ 


tremely pleased with Brown’s pro¬ 
posal. The Health Commission 
last month urged the mayor and 
supervisors to start funding the 
ambitious drug treatment pro¬ 
gram, which enables people to get 
help right away without waiting 
for a slot to become available. 

“I’m delighted. Six hundred 
people will be able to be treated,” 
Hernandez told the B.A.R. “It is a 
very good first step forward. The 
mayor’s behind it, and the board’s 
behind it.” 

Supervisor Susan Leal, finance 
committee chair, said Brown’s 
proposal is “a fine start” for bud¬ 
get discussions. 

The mayor has proposed $1.7 
nfillion in binding to supplement 
federal Ryan White CARE funds 
for HIV/AIDS services, and $3.5 
million for protease inhibitors. 

Brown, a stickler for clean 
streets, praised openly gay De¬ 
partment of Public Works direc¬ 
tor Mark Primeau for the job his 
staff has done and will continue to 
do if the budget’s approved. 

“I also intend to increase the 
attention to graffiti. I absolutely 
hate to see those markings all over 
town,” Brown told the board. 


Regarding public safety, the 
mayor proposes fully staffing the 
police department with an addi¬ 
tional 120 officers. The budget 
also includes money for new vehi¬ 
cles, and proposes moving the po¬ 
lice academy to Treasure Island. 

The sheriff’s department bud¬ 
get includes funds for addressing 
problems with County Jail #3 in 
San Bruno, against which there is 
a pending lawsuit. 

Muni is another big item in 
Brown’s budget. Initiatives for 
1997-98 that are addressed in the 
proposed budget include fully 
funding the transit program. 

“This will be the first time 
Muni has been fully funded in a 
budget,” Brown said. “In the past, 
it was never more than 80 percent. 
This is 100 percent fully funded.” 

Budget items include funds for 
43 new maintenance positions 
and investigators to provide more 
scrutiny of workers compensation 
claims. ▼

Gay substance abuse 
program hit with 
sex bias allegations

H substance abuse counselor 

V at New Leaf/Services For 
IF 1 Our Community filed a 
complaint of gender discrimina¬ 
tion with the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission 
(HRC) May 20 against the lesbian 
and gay mental health and sub¬ 
stance abuse services agency. 

Jerry Burt had worked at 18th 
Street Services, once the nation’s 
premiere outpatient gay male 
substance abuse treatment pro¬ 
gram, since October 1992, and 
through its merger with Opera¬ 
tion Concern to become New 
Leaf in 1996. He continues to be 
employed as a substance abuse 
counselor at New Leaf, but has 
been on disability/worker’s com¬ 
pensation since April. 

Burt alleged to the HRC that 
he repeatedly asked for weekly, 
individual supervision at the 
agency but didn’t really get any— 
while the agency provided week¬ 
ly, individual supervision to a fe¬ 
male substance abuse counselor. 

Burt told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that in the fall of 1994 reg¬ 
ular weekly supervision to “dis¬ 
cuss issues such as case load, 
client activity, treatment options, 
performance goals” and other 
topics related to his work as a 
counselor stopped. 

According to Burt, supervi¬ 
sion of counselors and staff at 
human service agencies is “ex¬ 
tremely important.” He pointed 
out that clients are troubled, and 
are often low income, with mul¬ 
tiple problems and backgrounds 
of surviving sexual, emotional, 
and physical abuse, in addition to 
their drug or alcohol abuse issues. 

“We work with such a frac¬ 
tured and traumatized communi¬ 
ty. The weight of the responsibil¬ 
ity was overwhelming,” he said. 

Burt said his counseling case¬ 
load at the agency reached as high 
as 24 clients, in addition to three 
weekly group counseling sessions 
attended by between 8 and 14 
people. He told the B.A.R. that 
one-to-one supervision is essen¬ 
tial in supporting counselors and 
in ensuring that clients get ap¬ 
propriate and effective services. 

“It gives the counselor a 
chance to get feedback. It helps 
the counselor from getting either 
too close or becoming too distant 
to clients. It allows the agency to 


be involved in what’s going on 
with the clients and gives the 
counselor a chance to have feed¬ 
back in terms of treatment ques¬ 
tions,” he said. 

According to Burt, a “good 
one-third” of the clients he coun¬ 
seled were HIV-positive, and “as 
a rule” counselors at the agency 
received little if any emotional 
support when clients died - or 
committed suicide. 

“There was a lot of trauma,” 
he said. 

- The alleged lack of supervi¬ 
sion created such intense emo¬ 
tional stress for Burt that he was 
treated for depression and was 
prescribed antidepressant drugs, 
but still received no individual 
supervision, the complaint al¬ 
leges. 

“My requests continued to be 
regularly ignored,” Burt said in 
the complaint to the Human 
Rights Commission. “I began 
begging for them in general staff 
meetings, so much so, that other 
staff began to also ask why I was 
not receiving individual supervi¬ 
sion.” 

The complaint also alleges 
that a female substance abuse 
counselor was receiving “regular 
and weekly supervision” during 
the period Burt asked for but not 
did not receive supervision, and 
that a female clinical supervisor 
told the staff when questioned 
^bout it that the supervision was 
provided because the counselor 
“is a woman.” 


Following the relocation of 
the program in 1996, Burt told 
the Bay Area Reporter that he 
briefly received individual super¬ 
vision from a new supervisor - 
who left the agency a month later. 

Burt said that when he in¬ 
formed the agency’s substance 
abuse coordinator who was to 
serve as his supervisor that he 
needed “regular weekly supervi¬ 
sion meetings,” he was again 
turned down. 

“Her response was, ‘No, we 
can’t do that, and if we had to do 
that, we would just hire people 
that did not need it [supervi¬ 
sion],’” according to Burt. 

Although the HRC complaint 
details a section from New Leaf’s 
personnel manual that clearly 
states that “weekly supervision 
meetings are the norm,” Burt said 
the coordinator later clarified her 
statement by saying “profession¬ 
als would go to conferences, at¬ 
tend seminars, get new training, 
and wouldn’t require weekly su¬ 
pervision.” 

Burt’s allegations are just not 
true, according to New Leaf exec¬ 
utive director Joe Neisen, Ph.D. 

“New Leaf denies any allega¬ 
tions of discrimination, and we 
believe the complaint filed is un¬ 
founded. New Leaf is committed 
to non-discrimination as an 
agency providing services to the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender community, and is partic¬ 
ularly sensitive to issues regarding

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Muni investigates another 
alleged gay bashing by driver

H San Francisco gay man’s 
il claim that he was beaten 
m 2 last week by a cable car 
driver is under investigation, ac¬ 
cording to a spokesman for Mu¬ 
nicipal Railway. 

Stephen Turner has filed a 
police report and contacted 
Community United Against Vi¬ 
olence about the Thursday, May 
22 incident. 

Although Turner says no 
anti-gay epithets or hate speech 
were used during the alterca¬ 
tion, he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter he is sure the incident 
had a homophobic basis. 

“I’m obviously gay. I’m ef¬ 
feminate, tall, and sort of pret¬ 
ty,” Turner said. “Everyone has 
always assumed that I’m gay. I 
didn’t have to come out of the 
closet. People just knew.” 

Turner said that he was as- ■ 
saulted shortly after midnight by 
a driver as a Mason Street line 
car cut short its run and turned 
into the front of the Jackson 
Street car barn, instead of con¬ 
tinuing to the end of the line. 

Turner said that he was re¬ 
turning to his home after having 
dinner with a couple of clients 
at Scoma’s, a popular Fisher¬ 
man’s Wharf restaurant. 

“I made a remark that I 
needed to go a few blocks fur¬ 
ther. There was no provocation. 
He grabbed my arm, punched 
me in the head and neck, and 
shoved me off the cable car onto 
my hands and knees - and 
kicked me two times,” he said. 

Turner alleged that the 
unidentified driver then fled 
into the transit line’s cable car 
barn and disappeared. 

“I followed him to report it 
and to ask them to call the po¬ 
lice,” he said. He encountered 
two uniformed Muni workers, 
and said they treated him with 
open smirking and hostility. 

“They said no one had come 
in the barn and wouldn’t call 
the police at first,” Turner said. 

A police report of the inci¬ 
dent says, however,.that a Muni 
mechanic claims Turner was 
“hanging off the cable car as it 
was driven into the Muni barn,” 
and was “yelling racial epithets 
and berating Muni employees.” 

The police report also states 
that Turner was “extremely un¬ 
cooperative,” claimed he had 
been robbed, and that there 
were no scrape marks on his 
clothes.

discrimination and preferential 
treatment,” Neisen said. 

According to the Human 
Rights Commission, New Leaf 
has 21 days to formally respond 
to the complaint. 

In formal discrimination 
complaints, the HRC attempts to 
mediate, but if mediation is re¬ 
jected or fails, it conducts an in¬ 
vestigation into the allegations 
and issues a finding. 

A formal finding of discrimi¬ 
nation by the HRC could lead to 
the imposition of fines against the 
agency, the revocation of city 
contracts, or debarment from ap¬ 
plying for future city contracts. ▼ 


A Muni spokeman told the 
B.A.R. that Turner’s description 
of the alleged assailant does, not 
match the Muni employee. 

Not intoxicated 

Turner said that after police 
arrived, they accused him of 
being intoxicated and called an 
ambulance to the scene “reluc¬ 
tantly.” 

“I had a couple of drinks at 
dinner, but I was not drunk or 
intoxicated,” Turner said. 

He said he had demanded an 
ambulance because of the pos¬ 
sibility that his injuries were 
more serious than immediately 
apparent, and was treated at a 
local hospital and released. 

“I’m wearing a brace around 
my upper chest, have sprained 
ligaments, and I’m taking [the 
pain reliever] Vicodin,” Turner 
said. 

In addition to the physical 


injuries related to the violence, 
Turner told the B.A.R. he suffers 
from serious emotional trauma 
in the aftermath of the incident. 

“I’m having nightmares. I’ve 
been afraid to go out. I was so 
depressed I couldn’t even talk 
with anyone about it,” he said. 

“We take this complaint seri¬ 
ously,” said Jennifer Rakowski, a 
client advocate for Community 
United Against Violence. 

Rakowski said that the 
agency would provide Turner 
assistance through the formal 
Muni complaint process, as well 
as any civil or criminal legal 
proceedings in connection with 
the case. 

Turner has posted notices 
near the area of the incident 
trying to obtain witnesses to the 
attack, including two passengers 
who left the cable car but who 
may have witnessed the begin¬ 
ning of the incident. T

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ACT UP to Clinton: 
You’re no Kennedy

P resident Clinton invoked the imagery 
of President Kennedy launching the 
Apollo Project when he announced 
the goal of finding an AIDS prevention vac¬ 
cine within ten years. In his speech at Mor¬ 
gan State University, Clinton adopted the 
rhetoric of ACT UP in its demand to end 
the epidemic, but his proposal has all the 
substance of “I feel your pain.” 

ACT UP first proposed in 1991 an all- 
out coordinated research effort to find a 
cure for AIDS, by mobilizing resources and 
bringing together researchers from diverse 
fields. The fast-track urgency behind the de¬ 
velopment of the atomic bomb, or landing 
an American on the moon, provided a use¬ 
ful precedent for AIDS activists advocating 
the kind of intensive effort necessary to find 
a cure for AIDS. 

After activists trailed him during the 
1992 Presidential primaries displaying 
“What About AIDS?” signs, Clinton finally 
promised at a May 1992 speech before gay 


community fundraisers in Los Angeles “to 
make AIDS a top priority” of his adminis¬ 
tration, and proposed a “Manhattan-type 
project to develop a cure for AIDS.” 

Yet Clinton failed to keep that promise 
once elected. His supporters deflected crit¬ 
icism from AIDS activists who demanded 
action, dismissing the notion of a research 
project to find an AIDS cure as too radical. 
The excuses followed: give Clinton more 
time, wait until the ’94 elections, wait until 
the Democrats win back Congress, wait 
until Clinton’s second term, wait until A1 


Gore is elected. For activists fighting for 
their very survival, delay equals death. 

Rep. Jerrold Nadler (D-NY) took the ACT 
UP proposal and introduced it as a bill in 
Congress, the AIDS Cure Act. Lobbyists rep¬ 
resenting multi-million dollar AIDS service 
organizations campaigned against 
the act, fearful that it might detract 
from the steady stream of dollars 
flowing to them. With only two 
dozen co-sponsors, the AIDS 
Cure Act never made it to Con¬ 
gressional hearings. Activists never 
got the opportunity to testify about the 
lack of coordination of AIDS re¬ 
search, and the inefficiency at the 
National Institutes of Health. 

In 1995, the Levine Working 
Group conducted a review of 
AIDS research efforts at the NIH, conclud¬ 
ing that there is no coordination, or even 
communication, among its researchers. 
There remains no structure, or incentive, 
for researchers to work together on the 
myriad of AIDS research projects in both 
the public and private sector. Vaccine re¬ 
searchers at the Department of Defense do 


not communicate or cooperate with their 
counterparts at universities. Pharmaceuti¬ 
cal corporations only rarely share their data 
with anyone. 

The Office of AIDS Research at the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health serves as little 
more than a funding conduit for projects, 
with money being shifted from other insti¬ 
tutes, funneled through the OAR, and then 
back to the Institutes at the NIH. 

The president who promised a cabinet- 
level AIDS Czar to direct national policy has 
appointed a series of failed, low-level bu¬ 


reaucrats who serve little more than a pub¬ 
lic relations role. The president who 
promised targeted, frank HIV prevention 
campaigns fired his surgeon general, under 
right-wing pressure, for stating that mastur¬ 
bation is safe sex. The much-touted funding 
increases fail to match the rising caseloads, 
with per person spending on AIDS less 
under Clinton than under George 
Bush. The President who supported 
needle exchange programs in 1992 has 
since refused to lift the federal funding 
ban, despite overwhelming evidence 
that funding such programs would 
, save countless lives. 

Now his proposed HIV preven¬ 
tion vaccine program would do 
nothing to save the lives of the 
millions already infected, and do 
nothing to consolidate or coordinate AIDS 
research. And although Clinton’s shell game 
may make the recycling of existing re¬ 
sources look like substantial increases for 
AIDS, on paper at least, it merely reassigns 
a couple of dozen researchers, taking them 
off other projects, and fails to allocate re¬ 
sources for his Apollo Project beyond $17 
million already budgeted - less than the 
amount it took to develop and market the 
space drink Tang. 

By likening his meager proposal to the 
Kennedy Apollo Project, President Clinton 
is perpetuating a cruel hoax on people liv¬ 
ing with, and dying from AIDS. For those 
people, who are largely poor and without 
health insurance, their main concern is for 
the food stamps they lost under welfare re¬ 
form, and ever-growing waiting lists for 
medical care, housing, drug treatment, and 
other survival services. Most important for 
people with AIDS and HIV is a cure. 

President Clinton will leave a legacy far 
more scandalous than Whitewater or rent¬ 
ing out the Lincoln Bedroom, as The Presi¬ 
dent Who Abandoned People With AIDS. 
For them, the Clinton initiative is too little, 
too late. ▼

No more nattering nabobism

W e AIDS activists must re-think our 
relationship with President Bill 
Clinton. We need a hero, not a 
punching bag. 

On May 18, the president announced his 
first major initiative - as president - on 
AIDS. The B.A.R. reported, “[H]e commit¬ 
ted the nation to developing an HIV vaccine 
within ten years, comparing it to John F. 
Kennedy’s pledge to put a man on the moon 
in the 1960s.” Right away, we started our loud 
chorus of criticism, skepticism, and sarcasm. 

Bad-mouthing the president’s AIDS vac¬ 
cine initiative is a big mistake. We must stop 
reacting out of our own anger, frustration, 
and grief. We must get a grip on ourselves. 

AIDS is not just about us: AIDS is about 
our loved ones who have died, our loved ones 
who now live with HIV and AIDS, and the 
hundreds of thousands of youngsters who 
will contract HIV during the next ten years. 
We have an extremely serious obligation 


to our constituency, and we must keep their 
interests in mind - all the time. As activists, 
we cannot speak for ourselves only, nor 
should we shoot from the lip. Talk is cheap: 
we need results now. 

Let’s see the president’s vaccine initiative 
for what it is: an opportunity to capture the 
imagination of the American people, inspire 
a real national dialogue on what needs doing, 
and keep AIDS at the top of the national 


agenda every day for the next ten years. 

In short, the president’s vaccine initiative 
offers us an opportunity to build a compre¬ 
hensive and effective federal AIDS program, 
starting right now. 

If the president’s words are indeed a 
sow’s ear, let’s work to make them a silk 
purse. 

We all know the Clinton record on 
AIDS since the 1992 election: an op¬ 
timistic promise of a “Manhattan 
Project” to find an AIDS cure still 
unfulfilled, delay in finding an 
AIDS czar and still no high-profile 
appointment, still no federal fund¬ 
ing for needle-exchange, and still 
no outreach and education 
targeted to teenagers at 
highest risk. 

Let’s build these agenda 
items into the president’s vaccine initiative. 
We’ve spent four years rehearsing our argu¬ 
ments. Now let’s take them to the table and 
get immediate action. 

In May 1997, we are dealing with a pres¬ 


ident who cannot be reelected. His partner, 
Vice President Al Gore, is in the wings, 
watching public reaction to the vaccine ini¬ 
tiative. Are we sending the message that no 
good words will go unpunished? 

Do we want to be excluded from the 
White House not just for the next three years, 
but for the following eight years as well? 

Between now and 2001, the president 
will build his place in history. We cannot let 


him join ex-Presidents Ronald Reagan and 
George Bush in the annals of AIDS cow¬ 
ardice. 

Read the lips of the most honest and ef¬ 
fective cabinet member in the first Clinton 
Administration, ex-Secretary of Labor 
Robert Reich: “It will be difficult for [the 
president to initiate] any bold government 
programs. He has the bully pulpit, of 
course, and he is a marvelous preacher; he 
is eloquent as no president in living memo¬ 
ry has been eloquent. And there¬ 
in may lie his true place in histo¬ 
ry - as a man who was able to go 
some way toward healing some 
of the divides in this country 
through the power of per¬ 
suasion.” 

Sixteen years into the 
holocaust, we’ve made 
enormous progress, but not enough. To 
quote Winston Churchill, it’s not enough to 
say we’ve done our best: we must do what 
is necessary. 

Take the president at his word, and hold 
him to it. Stop the wise-ass sound-bites, the 
too-cute put-downs, and the poor-little-us 
whining. 

To paraphrase Don Corleone and ex- 
Vice President Spiro Agnew: What can we 
do? We can act like men and women - not 
like nattering nabobs of negativism. 

Last Columbus Day weekend, we 
marched to the White House, tied posters 
of our beloved dead to the fence, and tossed 
the ashes of our beloved dead onto the 
White House lawn. Now let’s make sure we 
get into the White House and stay in the 
White House. 

In the president’s May 18 speech, we 
have our engraved invitation. Let’s not toss 
it into the garbage. T

Too hot to handle 

When I read Gabriel Rotello’s new book on HIV 
prevention, Sexual Ecology, I was afraid that it might 
be just too hot for our community to handle.

As a gay 
man who has always taken full advantage of my sex¬ 
ual liberties, I would prefer that Rotello’s thesis not 
be correct, but his reasoning is powerful and persua¬ 
sive. I predicted that he would either be ignored com¬ 
pletely, or ridiculed and subjected to name-calling. 

Unfortunately, that is just what is happening. Lin- 
nea Due in her review ( B.A.R. , May 15) turns up her 
nose at his argument, but nowhere engages it. Instead, 
she accuses him of histrionics, of ranting and raving, 
ofjbeing unethical and myopic, and so on. This facile 
dismissal of an important book does a disservice to 
the community. In Sexual Ecology a first-rate mind 
advances a powerful argument for an unpopular idea, 
supports it with hard data, and presents it with a 
calmness and clarity that is rare in the highly politi¬ 
cized world of HIV prevention. His work is certain to 
affect the course of future prevention efforts. 

I applaud him for his courage, and. I hope every 
gay man who is concerned about the epidemic will 
read this book. We may not all like what he has to say, 
but his position is convincingly argued and ground¬ 
ed in hard science. He may not be completely right, 
but he is certainly not completely wrong, and we ig¬ 
nore him at our peril.

Rightist Cubans in Miami 

[The following letter was sent to gay history colum¬ 
nist David Bianco:] 

Re: “The Other Cuba,” I enjoyed very much your 
article about Cuba’s anti-gay purges back in 1965. It 
would be of great benefit to the San Francisco gay 
community if we let them know the rightist-fascist 
practices that some members of the Cuban commu¬ 
nity in Miami, USA are practicing to the Latin Amer¬ 
ican and Spanish artistic class that visited Cuba to en¬ 
tertain its community. 

Main performers ranging from Joan Manuel Ser- 
rat (Spain), to Mercedes Sosa, Nacha Guevara, Alber¬ 
to Cortez, Facundo Cabral (Argentina), the music of 
Violeta Parra (Chile), Chico Buarque, Caetano Veloso 
(Brazil), and until recently and after 30 years of ban¬ 
ning their records and presentations in Miami, Lue- 
cecita Benitez and Danny Rivera (Puerto Rico). Re¬ 
cently, Gonzalo Rubalcaba, the great Cuban jazz 
piano player, was exposed to insults and bomb threats 
in the nightclub where he was going to perform in 
Miami. A Cuban journalist was physically attacked for 
covering the show. 

To add insult to injury in my country, Puerto Rico, 
the same Cubans revoked the contract of one of our 
best salseros, Andy Montanez, after he met with Silvio 
Rodriguez, one of the best authors and performers of 
the new Cuban Song (La Nueva Trova Cubana). Mr. 
Montanez is a U.S. resident with all the rights to per¬ 
form in any city of this country. 

A letter similar to this one was sent to El Nuevo 
Dia in San Juan, Puerto Rico, and the Spanish version 
of the Miami Herald. None of them published the let¬ 
ter. Both are linked to rich Puerto Rican and Cuban 
families. 

While Nelson Mandela was receiving honors and 
access to the Royal Houses in Europe, he was snubbed 
by the Cuban then-mayor of Miami, Xavier Suarez. 
His sin was that Fidel Castro had backed the ANC 
while he was still in prison. The Spanish caudillo 
Francisco Franco never broke diplomatic relations 
with Cuba. And I bet that if he had gone to Miami, 
he would have been received with full honors. 

These are the same Cubans that rub elbows with 
Jesse Helms, Robert Dole, and Ronald Reagan.

Government penetration 

I do want to thank Dr. Hernandez for putting her 
views in print (May 15). We would all be better off if 
we would agree with her statements, “Individuals who 
choose to attend a sex club... may have a valid civil 
libertarian based argument that he/she should be al¬ 
lowed the privacy of a closed space” and “these clubs 
were important venues for social gathering(s)... .” 
Ms. Hernandez should stop there and follow the pre¬ 
scription, “Do no harm.” 

It would be helpful if Dr. Hernandez would iden¬ 
tify those “others” who are attacking her policy. Could 
it be the Milk Club, which unanimously urged the 
SFDPH to eliminate the ban on privacy in sex clubs 
and asked for involving gays and lesbians on regula¬ 
tions involving them? Dr. Hernandez says, “I person¬ 
ally convened and participated in discussions along 
with the Safe Sex Coalition, club owners... .” I per¬ 
sonally attended (before Dr. Hernandez even had her 
current job) the group which Katz says created the 
“standards,” and its name is the “Coalition for Healthy 
Sex.” That group specifically stated unanimously (see 
B.A.R. , March 20), “[Pjublic hearings on the regula¬ 
tions were not held, nor did the CHS have an oppor¬ 
tunity to comment.” 

There is a saying, war is too important to leave to 
the generals, and Hernandez illustrates health is too 
important to be left to the “health department.” It 
would be futile to discuss “facts” about AIDS with the 
government’s AIDS officer, and it would be irrelevant, 
since that is not the issue. Nobody suggests doors 
cause AIDS. The question of penetration involved is 
that of government penetration of individual space 
to remove privacy. As a Puritan is defined as uncom¬ 
fortable there is someone in the world not stopped 
from enjoying themselves, Dr. Hernandez will not rest 
as long as someone is not prohibited by government 
from being “unsafe” together. Whatever the impor¬ 
tance of AIDS, the freedom of gays to associate is 
more basic, more fundamental, and more important. 

Ms. Hernandez follows the SF “public health pro¬ 
fessional” habit of using words to mean whatever they 
wish them to mean at the time. For Dr. Hernandez, 
“community” means “AIDS prevention providers.” It 
is not surprising she is able to get agreement from 
that “community,” which owes its financial well-being 
to her. Within that community, she finds her policy 
the “moderate” alternative to its extremes of opinion- 
“We must close all sex clubs so I can use anti-sex pro¬ 
paganda to raise more money for my job-related 
perks” versus “We must use sex clubs so I can use ed¬ 
ucation propaganda to raise more money for my job- 
related perks.” 

If a subsequent SFDPH leader determined the way 
to “declare victory over this epidemic” was to euth- 
enize HIV-positives and incarcerate gay men, would 
that fit under the same policy? We don’t have to go 
back to the Nazis for such public health precedents— 
we had Dr. Lorraine Day working at the SFDPH hos¬ 
pital, and Republican doctors in national and state 
legislatures regularly introduce anti-gay laws to “fight 
the AIDS emergency.” They also are “saving lives.” 

The difference is that we are supposed to operate 
under a government of laws, not of diseases. Under 
this system, the government derives its powers from 
the people. In this system, “valid civil libertarian- 
based arguments” do rule. “We hold these truths to be 
self-evident, that all men ... are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable rights.” The rights are 
not earned, they do not have “responsibilities” at¬ 
tached, and they do not have asterisks voiding them 
when an overpaid bureaucrat gathers its staff and calls 
an “emergency” for its purposes.

|% alifornia political analysts 
and players in both parties 
' I ' are beginning to speculate 
about what Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son, now 63, plans to do after he 
completes his second term as 
head of the nation’s most popu¬ 
lous state. Wilson has only 19 
months left to serve in Sacramen¬ 
to as the Golden State’s chief ex¬ 
ecutive. 

In his 35-year political career, 
Governor Wilson has also been a 
presidential candidate, a U.S. sen¬ 
ator, the mayor of San Diego, and 
has served in both houses of the 
state legislature. Wikon watchers 
in the state capital claim that the 
Republican, who ran for president 
as a “moderate” but always tried 
to appease the conservative wing 
of his party, now seems to have 
mellowed as his governorship 
nears its end. 

For instance, once a critic of 
welfare mothers and immigrants 
and hostile to the interests of gays, 
Wilson, in the opinion of some 
pundits, appears to be casting a 
more sympathetic eye toward 
those who have never enjoyed the 
favor of Republican office¬ 
holders. In a recent in¬ 
terview in the New York 
Times, Wilson noted that 
California is no longer a 
troubled state plagued 
with fires, floods, and 
earthquakes, but 
rather a state 
where crime is 
down and 
spending on 
education is 
up. On issues he’s personally 
championed, the governor noted 
that welfare overhaul is popular 
with voters in both parties, and 
affirmative action and illegal im¬ 
migration are now important is¬ 
sues across the country, not just in 
California. Wilson even recently 
referred to welfare recipients as 
“our fellow Californians,” a state¬ 
ment that totally surprised his 
critics in the Democratic Party. 

Perhaps with an eye toward a 
presidential race in 2000, Pete 
Wilson now claims that he not 
only wants to help welfare moth¬ 
ers, struggling immigrants and 
kids from the ghetto, but is also 
offering to spend hundreds of 
millions of dollars on hiring more 
teachers and providing badly 
needed child care. When asked 
whether or not he was consider¬ 
ing a run for the White House or 
another U.S. Senate try, Wilson 
replied, “Well, I’m actually giving 
it all some thought, but I’m pre¬ 
occupied right now with trying to 
move my agenda for the balance 
of my time here in Sacramento.” 
He added, however, that he is “not 
ruling out anything in the future. 

I would like some role in the fu¬ 
ture that would permit me to con¬ 
tinue to try to affect policy.” 

Is Pete Wilson beginning to 
worry about history’s judgment of 
him, or is he attempting to shape 
a profile that could land him the 
Republican presidential nomina¬ 
tion next time around? Those 
who have followed the governor’s 
long career believe he thinks he 
can hold his own in a large field of 
Republican candidates who want 
to replace Bill Clinton. Many of 
those closest to the still ambitious 
Republican chief exec are quietly 
saying that the “new” Pete Wilson 
will be among the first to enter the 
GOP presidential sweepstakes. 
(Massachusetts Senator John 
Kerry will probably be the First 
Democratic contender.) These

Going for the throat

W hat are friends for but to 
come up with wacky yet 
totally cool things to do 
together? My friend Denise and 
her girlfriend Alma recently 
upped the ante by gathering a 
gang for a Tuvan throat singing 
concert presented by the Asian- 
American Jazz Festival. Explain? 
But of course. Tuva is a mountain 
country squeezed in between 
Mongolia and Siberia. It was in¬ 
dependent from 1922 through 
1944 and printed beautiful dia¬ 
mond-shaped stamps. Throat 
singing - there are several tech¬ 
niques - is using overtones to sing 
three or four notes at once, and 
Kongar-ol Ondar is one of its pre¬ 
mier exponents.

Earthquake backs 
Ondar on dobro. Ondar sings a 
traditional shaman’s chant for the 
late physicist Richard Feynman, 
whose curiosity about Tuva 
helped lead to a revival of throat 
singing, which had been discour¬ 
aged by the Soviets. " 

After Ondar’s set, it’s Yoko 
Noge and her Jazz Me Blues Band. 
She’s from Osaka and plays bar¬ 
relhouse piano in Chicago, 
singing with a raspy accent like 
Marlene Dietrich. She’s got a 
Euro-American soprano sax cat, 
Japanese bassist, Afro-American 
vocalist, and Afro-Japanese drum¬ 
mer. Both acts rock the joint, and 
not a soul even whispers the M- 
word. You know - “multicultural.” 
We’re digging the music too much 
to objectify these fine musicians 
with identity politics. It’s a Bay 
Area thing, yay! 

You Can OutDISH! It But Can 
You Take It? Dept.: It seems that 
tiny Silicon Valley weekly given to 
bragging about the “bigger” pop¬ 
ulation in their city (yo, size 
queens!) is touting the alleged su¬ 
periority of its news department.

between satire and reality in this 
wacky world? 

Nonetheless, somebody at 
OutNOW! is sitting around with 
one thumb on the stem of a stop¬ 
watch (and the other who knows 
where) timing my expected “re¬ 
traction.” Well, golly gee, let’s see 
what horrible, nasty things I said 
about the “family values” defend¬ 
ers OutNOW! is so heatedly de¬ 
fending. 

Hmmm, the gist of the 
column is that Utah Mor¬ 
mons are so paranoid in 
their homophobia they’d 
even bust an innocent 
game of “Farmer in the 
Dell” if it looked like 
anything about it 
smacked of imitating 
same-gender mar¬ 
riage. 

Hmmm. Y’all 
gotta help me 
out here, peo¬ 
ple; I’m, like, really straining to 
find the inaccurate assertion. I 
mean, we’re talking about the 
folks who preached from their 
pulpits that the Equal Rights 
Amendment was 40 pages long 
and mandated unisex restrooms. 

Suspect standards 

Oh, now I get it - the problem 
was saying that they actually did 
pitch fits, instead of saying they 
were probably capable of going 
postal! Golly darn, is my face red! 
I guess I should have held my 
commentary to their news re¬ 
portage standards. Not that this 
would have made any real differ¬ 
ence, since their factual standards 
are represented in my experience 
by the time they put a writer for 
another gay paper up to placing a 
story in the East Bay Express 
claiming OutNOW! was the only 
“queer” paper covering the East

Commentators have leeway - 
if not an obligation - to go be¬ 
yond reportage to interpretation, 
speculation, relation to larger is¬ 
sues, and the like. For example,

“thicker,” heh 
heh, hehheh!). 
It has colum¬

Penile reform: 
a growing movement

if recently watched - a little 
H queasily - as a Los Angeles- 
11 area surgeon performed an 
operation to lengthen a man’s 
penis. As an assistant tugged on 
the organ, the surgeon sliced 
through the shaved skin of the 
man’s pubic area, then through 
the moorings that held the penis 
to the pubic bone, allowing it to 
dangle further downward than it 
had before. The surgeon inserted 
a drain and sewed up the four- 
inch wound. All that remained 
was for the patient to recover 
from the spinal anesthesia and to 
pay the bill - $7,500. 

The man was instructed to 
begin pulling gently on the penis, 
a few days after the operation. 
Later, he will have to keep the 
penis in traction for several hours 
a day, by hanging weights from it. 
In a few months, he will return for 
a second operation (included in 
the same price-tag). This time, the 
surgeon will take two strips of cu¬ 


taneous and fatty tissue from his 
buttocks and graft them under 
the skin along both sides of the 
penis, bulking it out in the same 
way as a bun bulks out a hot dog. 
If all goes well, the man will final¬ 
ly have the penis he desires - both 
longer and thicker than the one he 
was endowed with. 

It doesn’t always go well. There 
has been at least one death associ¬ 
ated with penis-enlargement 
surgery. (That surgeon is now in 
jail.) One man developed a seri¬ 
ous infection of the pubic bone. 
(That surgeon had his license re¬ 
voked.) Many others have ended 
up with penises that are lumpy, 


distorted, or shorter than before. 

Although the surgeon I visited 
told me that he can add one-and- 
a-half inches to the length of the 
erect penis, there have until re¬ 
cently been no objective studies of 
the effects of penis-enlargement 
surgery, either on the dimensions 
of the penis or on the 
psychological well¬ 
being of the men who 
undergo it. Sexologist Randy 
Klein therefore set out to an¬ 
swer these questions as part of 
her Ph.D. dissertation at the In¬ 
stitute for the Advanced Study 
of Human Sexuality in 
San Francisco. 

Klein obtained data 
from 65 men who had 
undergone penis-en¬ 
largement surgery at 
least a year previously. Prior to 
surgery, most of the men had 
penises of average length and 
thickness. The commonest reason 
given for having surgery was the 
belief that the procedure would 
increase their self-esteem. The 
men paid an average of $5,900 for 


the surgery. 

Most of the men reported that 
their penises were indeed thicker 
than before the operation. As to 
length, most of the men said that 
their penises were longer, but only 
when in the flaccid state. There 
was no change in the average 
length of the men’s penises when 
erect. In addition, all the men had 
permanent, visible scars from the 
surgery. 

When Klein asked the men 
about their satisfaction with the 
surgery, there was a wide range of 
responses, but on average the men 
were slightly dissatisfied. This was 
either because they were not 


happy with the result or because 
the pain, inconvenience (includ¬ 
ing time off work), and expense 
outweighed the cosmetic im¬ 
provement. The men did not en¬ 
gage in more sex, experience more 
satisfaction with sex, or feel 
greater self-esteem after the 
surgery. 

Klein stresses 
that the tech¬ 
niques of penis-enlarge¬ 
ment surgery are improv¬ 
ing and that results for men op¬ 
erated in the future may be bet¬ 
ter than for the men she studied. 
Even among her sub¬ 
jects, some were very 
satisfied with the pro¬ 
cedure. These were 
usually the men who 
didn’t have unrealistic 
expectations to begin with. 

To my mind, if people want to 
improve on their natural endow¬ 
ments, more power to them. But 
they should be aware of the draw¬ 
backs, side effects, and limitations 
of the procedure. In particular, if 
it is a longer erect penis they are 
seeking, they may well be disap¬ 
pointed. 

In addition, some of the men 
who want larger penises may have 
problems that could better be ad¬ 
dressed through psychotherapy 
than through surgery. As I left the 
clinic, I wondered whether sur¬ 
geons who perform these proce¬ 
dures have a conflict of responsi¬ 
bilities: on the one hand, to re¬ 
spect their patients’ authority over 
their own bodies - but on the 
other, to find the real roots of 
their problems, whether in the 
penis or in the head. T

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Domestic partnership 
and business: 
a good marriage

I || § ith the June 1 deadline for 
lyf m businesses who work 
'< with the city of San Fran¬ 
cisco to comply with the new do¬ 
mestic partnership ordinance, the 
May 28 edition of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle and the May 29 
edition of MSNBC Online both 
looked at how the law is good for 
businesses and equal rights. The 
Chronicle story, headlined “Big 
Help for Small Firms: Large In¬ 
surers to Office Domestic Partner 
Coverage,” noted that “thanks in 
large part to the domestic part¬ 
ner law due to take effect on 
Sunday,” all five of the largest 
healthcare insurers in 
California now offer 
domestic partnership 
coverage to small busi¬ 
nesses. Blue Cross, Blue 
Shield, Health Net, 
PacifiCare, and Kaiser 
Foundation “hold 
more than 75 percent 
of the market,” it said, 

“and observers predicted that 
other insurers will follow suit.” 
The article quotes Bill Corba, a 
vice president at Blue Shield of 
Northern California, saying, “I see 
this will become the industry 
standard in a very short time.” 

The MSNBC piece, entitled 
“Domestic-Partner Benefits: 
Good Business,” notes that the 
San Francisco law “has become a 
model for the state.” In it, West 
Hollywood City Council member 
Steve Martin says, “I think it’s 
going to be common ten years 
from now.” Addressing the con¬ 
cern that it will be excessively ex¬ 
pensive for small businesses, the 
report says, “With 170 unmarried 
people on the payroll, only a 
handful of the city employees of 
West Hollywood took the offer of 
a domestic partner benefit pack¬ 
age. The low percentage is similar 
among small and large business¬ 
es.”

Chronicle and MSNBC know that 
their clear-headed, objective re¬ 
porting on this hot-button issue 
of workplace equality is appreci¬ 
ated.

Rolling Stone 
remembers Allen 

Since gay poet, revolutionary 
and controversial American cul¬ 
tural icon Allen Ginsberg died 
April 5, many newspapers and 
magazines have done tributes to 
him, but few with the depth of 
feeling and breadth that Rolling 
Stone printed in its May 29 issue. 
In an eight-page article, writer 
Mikal Gilmore puts into his¬ 
torical, political, and person¬ 
al perspective both Gins¬ 
berg’s life and work, 
without shying away 
from his homosexuali¬ 
ty or some of his more 
controversial acts. 
“Not since the 1977 
death of Elvis Presley 
and the 1980 murder 
of John Lennon has a 
certain segment of 
popular culture had to 
come to terms with the realization 
of such an epochal ending. Allen 
Ginsberg not only made history 
but also lived through and em¬ 
bodied some of the most remark¬ 
able cultural mutations of the last 
half-century. ... Perhaps only 
Martin Luther King, Jr.’s brave 
and costly quest has a more gen¬ 
uinely liberating impact upon the 
realities of modern history, upon 
the freeing up of people and voic¬ 
es that much of established soci¬ 
ety wanted kept in the margins,” 
Gilmore writes. 

Still, he notes, “Ginsberg was 
also, of course, simply a man - at 
turns generous and competitive, 
self-aware yet self-aggrandizing, 
old in his wisdom, juvenile in his 
tastes and affections, and relent¬ 
lessly promiscuous though deeply 
faithful.” He writes of the poet’s 
friendships and sexual affairs with 
the core of the Beat Generation, 
including Neal Cassidy, Jack Ker- 
ouac, William S. Burroughs, and 
his long-term partner Peter 
Orlovsky. Finally, unlike so many 
other figures of that era, until his 
death, “Ginsberg would remain an 
important artist and active force.” 
In addition, Rolling Stone com¬ 
piled tributes from a number of 


literary, Beat, and musical lumi¬ 
naries. With numerous pho¬ 
tographs of Ginsberg from 
throughout his life, as well as im¬ 
ages of many who were close to 
him, the entire tribute is powerful 
and honest, fully embracing Gins¬ 
berg’s open and explicit sexual 
orientation and sexuality. 

Please commend Rolling Stone 
for doing justice in the memory of 
a gay American cultural luminary.

Anti-gay Dr. Laura goes 
on homophobic warpath 

In a May 25 column appearing 
in newspapers all over the coun¬ 
try, Dr. Laura Schlessinger calls 
gay men and lesbians “afflicted,” 
calls being gay a “biological faux 
pas,” and denounces lesbian and 
gay parented families as inferior 
to co-gendered, heterosexual par¬ 
ented ones. “With respect to gen¬ 
der identity,” she writes, “hetero¬ 
sexuality is the functional norm,” 
while she sees homosexuality as 
“an error in proper brain devel¬ 
opment. Acceptance of [homo¬ 
sexuality] as a state of being com¬ 
parable to heterosexuality is not 
appropriate.” She then tries to 
paint herself as tolerant: “A signif¬ 
icant bulk of the critical letters I 
get at my radio program have to 
do with my apparent ‘tolerance’ of 
homosexuals- that I talk to gays 
and lesbians about the same 
moral, ethical and life issues as I 
do with heterosexuals when I 
should be condemning them. 
Even for me, it is too great, bizarre 
and regrettable a leap to go from 
compassion and tolerance for an 
individual who is ‘afflicted with 
homosexuality’ to declaring that 
nuclear, heterosexual families 
have no importance or advantage 
over any other form of family. To 
even suggest that this state of 
being is equivalent morally or 
practically to heterosexuality is 
taking an advocacy to the degree 
of being destructive to children’s 
development- as well as to the 
very existence and continuity of a 
coherent society.”

Race Bannon, and Richard Car- 
razza. According to Carrazza, Her¬ 
nandez “did most of the talking.” 
Despite her belief that private, un¬ 
monitored spaces contribute to 
unsafe sex, Hernandez expressed 
her willingness to undertake a 
study of comparative HIV sero¬ 
conversion rates in clubs that have 
private spaces versus only open 
spaces, and to sponsor a commu¬ 
nity forum on the sex club/bath¬ 
house issue.

that the community has already 
“spoken loud and clear.” 

Bannon reported that Hernan¬ 
dez “for the first time gave an indi¬ 
cation” that the DPH’s policy was 
“not etched in stone,” noting that 
public health policy is always sub¬ 
ject to change based on new infor¬ 
mation. While it was “clear that 
both Dr. Hernandez and Roma 
Guy do not agree with CUSP’s po¬ 
sition,” Bannon observed, “for the 
first time we got the impression 
that someone at the DPH was at 
least listening in good faith. We got 
the impression that Dr. Hernandez 
would like to come to some sort of 
agreement on this issue, but that 
appears to be unlikely in the near 
future.” Bannon stressed that 
“public pressure would still con¬ 
tinue in many forms.” » 

Klein emphasized that CUSP’s 
position on the issue is not about 
civil liberties taking priority over 


dit disagreed, stating that in order 
to change the policy, “we need to 
challenge anti-bathhouse senti¬ 
ment citywide... .The city believes 
that bathhouses equal death be¬ 
cause they’ve been brainwashed to 
believe it.” Noting that the discus¬ 
sion at the HRC advisory commit¬ 
tee meeting tended to be skewed 
along gender lines - although 
some of the most vocal supporters 
of the current DPH regulations are 
men, and some of the strongest 
opponents are women - Condit 
hoped that the issue would not be¬ 
come a “gay/lesbian split.” 

CUSP members also discussed 
plans for future actions, including 
letters and activities for the Pride 
celebration at the end of the month.

HRC to vote on sex clubs

for public comment. Decisions of the HRC are not legally binding 
on the DPH.

T he San Francisco group 
Community United for Sex¬ 
ual Privacy (CUSP) held its 
most recent meeting Wednesday, 
May 28. At the meeting, CUSP 
member Jonathan Klein ex¬ 
pressed a “profound sense of re¬ 
lief” over a recent vote by the Les- 
bian/Gay/Bisexual/Transgender 
Advisory Committee of the 
Human Rights Commission 
(HRC) to recommend the De¬ 
partment of Public Health (DPH) 
abandon its regulations prohibit¬ 
ing private spaces in sex clubs and 
bathhouses. However, members 
acknowledged that the full com¬ 
mission may be less likely to vote 
in their favor at the HRC’s June 12 
meeting [see sidebar, this page]; 
the HRC voted to oppose bath¬ 
house closure in 1984. According 
to Klein, the debate at the May 20 
advisory committee meeting 
showed that the DPH was “now 
taking this seriously,” and they 
were “marshaling their troops” in 
support of its sex club policy. 

The group also discussed a 
meeting held May 22 between 
DPH director Dr. Sandra Hernan¬ 
dez, Health Commissioner Roma 
Guy, and CUSP members Klein,

Ground broken for new AIDS 
housing complex in East Bay

G round was broken Friday, 
May 31 for the Bay Bridge 
Apartments in Emeryville, 
which will provide affordable 
housing for six people who are 
physically disabled with 
HIV/AIDS. The project is the fifth 
in Resources for Community De¬ 
velopment’s (RCD) “East Bay 
AIDS Housing Initiative,” and will 
add to the scarce supply of AIDS 
housing in Alameda County. 

Construction is scheduled to 
be completed in just five months 
on the $950,000 project, RCD’s 
Alison Kirk told the B.A.R. 

Local political leaders were on 
hand to pitch the ceremonial 


shovels last Friday. Speakers in¬ 
cluded Nora Davis, Emeryville’s 
mayor; Alameda County Supervi¬ 
sor Keith Carson; and Janet Brow¬ 
der, director of multi-family 
housing at Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). 

RCD has already demolished 
the former building on the site, a 
blighted single-story commercial 
structure that had been partially 
destroyed by fire. In its place, RCD 
will construct six fully accessible 
studio apartments surrounding a 
central courtyard, landscaped 
with trellis work, a variety of ever¬ 
green trees, and flowering plants 
and vines. 

Each unit will contain approx¬ 
imately 450 square feet of living 
space, including individual 
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kitchens, bathrooms, sleeping al¬ 
coves, and semi-private patios. 
The complex will also have a 
shared community kitchenette, 
fully-equipped laundry room, on¬ 
site supportive services, and prop¬ 
erty management office, Kirk said. 

The Bay Bridge Apartments 
project is funded through loans 
from the Emeryville Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency, HUD’s Section 811 


Services, AIDS Project of the East 
Bay, Visiting Nurses Association 
and Hospice of Northern Califor¬ 
nia, and Project Open Hand. 

RCD has already completed 
two projects in its AIDS housing 
initiative; two others are under 
construction in Hayward and 
Berkeley. When finished, the 
seven projects will more than 
double the supply of affordable

program, and the Alameda Coun¬ 
ty Housing Opportunities for 
People with AIDS (HOPWA). 
Grants have also been provided by 
Citibank Federal Savings Bank, 
and Sybase, Inc. 

Once completed, on-site sup¬ 
portive services will be provided 
to residents by a network of local 
agencies that have experience in 
working with people living with 
HIV/AIDS. Agencies are expected 
to include Catholic Charities of 
the East Bay, the Center for AIDS 


and supportive AIDS housing in 
the East Bay. 

RCD is a nonprofit housing 
development corporation dedi¬ 
cated to creating and preserving 
affordable housing for people 
who have few options. Serving the 
East Bay since 1984, RCD’s pro¬ 
jects assist very low-income and 
homeless individuals, people liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS, and families 
and special needs groups, includ¬ 
ing survivors of domestic vio¬

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New refinements for 
HIV prevention proposal 

PEP for some oral sex exposures okayed

an Francisco’s planned post- 
exposure prophylaxis (PEP) 
%ir program will he available to 
those who have had an exposure 
to HIV through oral sex with ejac¬ 
ulation, the University of Califor¬ 
nia San Francisco’s Dr. Michelle 
Roland announced at the PEP 
Community Advisory Board 
(CAB) meeting Wednesday, May 
28. At the previous CAB meeting, 
community members and investi¬ 
gators debated the oral sex issue at 
length; a federal grant now await¬ 
ing review does not call for its in¬ 
clusion, but that could change. 

PEP will probably be available 
here this fall. The program will go 
forward regardless of whether the 
grant is approved, AIDS Office Di¬ 
rector Dr. Mitch Katz reiterated in 
a recent interview. It’s being devel¬ 
oped by investigators from the 
city’s Department of Public Health 
(DPH) and UCSF, who are work¬ 
ing with the CAB to get input. 

Since PEP is a new concept for 
treating sexual exposure to HIV, 
the proposed program is under¬ 
going constant refinement by 
Katz’s office, UCSF researchers, 
and the CAB members. For sever¬ 
al years, PEP has been the stan¬ 
dard of care for treating health¬ 
care workers who have been ex¬ 
posed to HIV through a needle 
stick or other accident. San Fran¬ 
cisco will be the first city in the 
country to study PEP in sexual ex¬ 
posure cases. 

The underlying premise of 
PEP for sexual exposure is that se¬ 
roconversion may be prevented by 
beginning treatment with HIV 
drugs within 72 hours after an ex¬ 
posure. The two drugs most like¬ 
ly to be used are AZT and 3TC, 
Katz has said. AZT is what health¬ 
care workers receive, and a recent 
case-control study indicated HIV 
infection decreased by 79 percent. 

Many investigators have been 
cautious in discussing PEP; Katz 
in particular has consistently 


talked about the risks associated 
with it. Those include the concern 
that people may behave unsafely 
if they believe they can gain pro¬ 
tection with PEP after sex; the 
toxicity of the drugs; and the pos¬ 
sibility that PEP could speed up 
the emergence of antiretroviral 
resistance. 

PEP can’t begin here until the 
Food and Drug Administration 
gives its approval for the drugs to 
be used, since they will be pre¬ 
scribed to people who have not 
tested positive for HIV. The ap¬ 
proval is expected this summer, 
Katz said. 

Raucous meeting 

Last week’s CAB meeting was 
punctuated with outbursts from 
about five ACT UP/San Francisco 
members. Often, they did not wait 
to be recognized before speaking, 
and they frequently interrupted 
other speakers. Primarily, they 
emphasized their belief that AZT 
is a “toxin” that the city shouldn’t 
promote. 

At times it was difficult for 
other CAB members to partici¬ 
pate in the meeting, and as a re¬ 
sult, Katz summoned the police. 
One officer arrived midway 
through the evening, but no one 
was removed from the meeting. 
Katz told the B.A.R. he hopes the 
next CAB meeting will be more 
successful. 

“We are looking at a variety of 
approaches,” Katz said about the 
possibility that increased security 
may be on hand, next time. 

He said comments from every¬ 
one must be acknowledged, and 
agrees that drugs such as AZT 
“certainly do have toxicity.” 

But, he said, “The question is, 
can we structure the next meeting 
to better allow facilitation?” He 
added that CAB members need to 
respect the views of others, and 
adhere to basic ground rules, such 
as waiting to be called upon be¬ 
fore speaking. 

ACT UP/San Francisco’s 
Michael Bellefountaine said the 


group did not “hijack” the meet¬ 
ing, although he did admit to 
speaking out of turn. 

“I’m not used to Robert’s Rules 
of Order, I’m used to the consen¬ 
sus style,” Bellefountaine told the 
B.A.R. “Our questions were ig¬ 
nored.” 

He was upset after the police 
officer appeared, and accused 
Katz of intimidation. Katz was 
unflappable; he said police were 
summoned much earlier in the 
evening. 

ACT UP/San Francisco is not 
affiliated with ACT UP/Golden 
Gate. 

Lots of counseling 

The PEP program will utilize 
counseling, and lots of it, for 
many reasons. Dr. Thomas 
Coates, director of UCSF’s Center 
for AIDS Prevention Studies and 
the school’s AIDS Research Insti¬ 
tute, stressed counseling will be an 
“integral part of PEP.” 

Part of the reason for that ap¬ 
proach is to make sure people 
know the risks of initiating treat¬ 
ment, which would probably last 
for 28 days. Investigators and 
community members also want 
people who think they’ve had a 
risky sexual exposure, but who 
may have actually experienced a 
substantially less risky incident, to 
be acutely aware of that difference. 

“The protocol in the proposal 
allows for a lot of time, eight 
counseling sessions over one 
year,” Coates said. 

Counselors will undergo com¬ 
prehensive training, including 
role-playing, and ongoing evalua¬ 
tion by supervisors, he explained, 
adding CAB members would be 
kept informed and be involved in 
developing the training manual. ▼

Consensus Meeting presents 
new SF HIV/AIDS figure: 2.1%

T he 1997 HIV Prevalence and 
Incidence Consensus Meet¬ 
ing on May 12 brought to¬ 
gether 33 researchers, healthcare 
professionals, and other experts to 
determine the best possible esti¬ 
mates of the number of existing 
and new cases of HIV infection in 
the city. While AIDS is a re¬ 
portable disease in California, 
HIV infection is not. 

Representatives from the city’s 
Department of Public Health 
AIDS Office and Sexually Trans¬ 
mitted Disease Control Office, 
Community Substance Abuse 
Services, SF General Hospital, the 
University of California at San 
Francisco and Berkeley, the HIV 
Care Council and HIV Prevention 
Planning Council, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, 
and several local community- 


based organizations participated 
in the conference. 

Dr. Willi McFarland of the 
AIDS Office released an executive 
summary of the conference the 
following week. He emphasized 
that the summary is preliminary, 
and that more work needs to be 
done before a final report can be 
released. 

According to the summary, 
the number of people with HIV 
in the city is estimated to be 
15,000, or 2.1% of the popula¬ 
tion. The last consensus confer¬ 
ence was held in 1991. The new 
figures reveal that the estimated 
number of people with HIV is 
substantially lower than the pre¬ 
vious estimate. This decline, 
which crossed all transmission 
categories, was attributed to a 
combination of more accurate in¬ 
formation and decreased rates of 
new infection. The projected in¬ 
cidence, or number of new cases 


per year, is 500, down from the 
previous incidence estimate of 
900 cases per year. 

The majority of HIV infec¬ 
tions in the city are still among 
gay and bisexual men, accounting 
for 88% of existing cases and a 
projected 67% of new cases in the 
next year. The second highest per¬ 
centage is among injection drug 
users, who account for 8.7% of 
existing cases and a projected 24% 
of new cases in the next year. Het¬ 
erosexual men and women ac¬ 
count for 3% of exiting infection 
and a projected 9% of new infec¬ 
tions. San Francisco differs from 
several other cities in that the epi¬ 
demic continues to most heavily 
affect gay and bisexual men; in 
other major urban centers, espe¬ 
cially in the Northeast and South, 
the epidemic has shifted more 
dramatically toward injection 
drugs users and heterosexual 
women and men. V 
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SF's Youth Empowerment Conference: 

Youths take over the Civic Auditorium

L ast Saturday, May 31st, over 
one thousand youths from 
all over San Francisco gath¬ 
ered in the Civic Auditorium to 
celebrate and promote youth em¬ 
powerment. The conference, en¬ 
tirely run and lead by people 
under the age of 24, featured peer- 
led organizations ranging from 
Bay Area Young Positives (BAY+), 
a group of “young people living 
with HIV supporting young peo¬ 
ple with HIV,” to PFLAG (Parents 
and Friends of Lesbians And 
Gays), to Workin’ It (which focus¬ 
es on “youth initiated projects”). 
A remarkable success after last 
year’s “Children and Youth Sum¬ 
mit” - which young people 
walked out on because they didn’t 
feel there was enough youth in¬ 
volvement - most youths stayed 
the entire eight-hour day and 
came back for the after-party. 


In his brief five-minute speech 
(which was all the time the leaders 
of the conference permitted him). 
Mayor Willie Brown supported 
the SF Youth Commission’s suc¬ 
cess and the unprecedented nature 
of such a project. “This is the first 
time the city has ever supported 
such an effort,” he said with pride 
at his own involvement in being 
part of the process. “I want to 
watch you, I want to listen to you, 
I want to work with you, and I 
want to learn from you.” 

The conference was composed 
primarily of two workshop sessions 
and a resource fair. Two workshops 
of particular interest were those 
given by BAY+ and HIFY (Health 
Initiatives for Youth). 

BAY+ did an improv perfor¬ 
mance that educated the attendees 
about what it means to be young 
and HIV-positive. When the 
group asked the audience, com¬ 
posed mostly of middle and early 
high school students of varying 


ethnicities, the first words that 
came to mind when hearing the 
word “AIDS,” the overwhelming 
response was “gay” and “drugs.” 
The group then performed a skit 
with audience participation about 
various people finding out they 
had HIV. In the skits, all of the 
characters were straight, although 
when questioned later by the au¬ 
dience, all except one performer 
described themselves as gay, bi, or 
lesbian. When asked after the 
show why there were no gay cou¬ 
ples, one troupe member told the 
Bay Area Reporter that because so 
many in the audience “thought 
HIV was just a gay person’s dis¬ 
ease, we wanted them to realize 
everyone is vulnerable. 

“AIDS doesn’t know your sex¬ 
ual orientation.” 

The show did seem to bring that 
realization home to many members 
of the audience, or at least to open 
their eyes to the possibility of infec¬ 
tion more than statistics ever could. 
At least two actors said they were 
living with the HIV virus. “You ei¬ 
ther fold up or become a better per¬ 
son when you find out you have 
HIV,” said one man. “I joined this 
organization because I want to help 
others not make the same mistakes 
I made, and also to offer support for 
those already infected.” 

HIFY’s afternoon session, 
which unfortunately did not take 
place because of a lack of audi¬ 
ence participation, would have 
featured “personal testimonies 
and presentations from key youth 
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leaders in the arena of HIV and 
young woman’s health issues.” 

HIFY’s self-described mission 
statement is to “improve the 
health and well-being of all young 
people.” The speakers from the 
conference were drawn on from 
the group’s HIV+ Youth Speaker’s 
Bureau, who give personal testi¬ 
monies about their battle with 
HIV. Not only is the sharing of 
their story beneficial to the audi¬ 
ence, but it is therapeutic to the 
speakers themselves as well. Tout¬ 
ed as “the only one of its kind in 
the country,” HIFY says its “audi¬ 
ences consistently report that pre¬ 
senters have had a powerful im¬ 
pact on them,” and that they have 
provoked many to get tested and 
“practice safer behaviors” as well. 

Although the two groups are 
independent from each other, 
they do collaborate a great deal. 
The primary difference between 
them is that BAY+ is entirely run 
and operated by youth, and HIFY 
has a mix of youth and adults. 
HIFY believes that it is not the age 
of the jperson that matters, as 
much as their motivation and the 
ideas they present. Both organiza¬ 
tions are always open to new 
members, and have a variety of 
publications to which they en¬ 
courage youths to submit. 


The resource fair had a signif¬ 
icant number of gay and lesbian 
resources, such as AQUA (Asian 
and Pacific Islander Wellness Cen¬ 
ter), an organization serving peo¬ 
ple ages 16-23 and providing 
community HIV/AIDS services as 
well as support groups for its 
members; Queer Youth Training 
Collaborative, which offers paid 
job training and support (includ¬ 
ing resume and cover letter writ¬ 
ing and interviewing skills) to San 
Francisco residents 13 to 17 years 
of age; LYRIC (Lavender Youth 
Recreation & Information Cen¬ 
ter), with an evening talk line and 
numerous support groups and ac¬ 
tivities; and many more. 

In summary, the presence of 
queer support groups and organi¬ 
zations was significant not only in 
number, but in visibility. Overall, 
the conference was a success in 
drawing together San Francisco’s 
diverse population and exposing 
youth to the many opportunities 
available to them. ▼

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Gay Penguins shut 
out from Amsterdam

he number of reasons for 
H the rejection of the applica- 
it tion to Gay Games V sent by 
the San Francisco Penguins, a Bay 
Area gay and lesbian ice hockey 
team, has increased to four in a 
heated e-mail volley between Gay 
Games Amsterdam Committee 
members, SF Penguins team 
members, and the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. In a series of e-mails, rep¬ 
resentatives from Amsterdam 
have denied that they are enforc¬ 
ing gender quotas, despite the fact 
that that is part of the mission 
statement of Gay Games V. 

Several men’s teams that have 
not Filled quotas to the satisfac¬ 
tion of Amsterdam organizers 
have been denied admission in 
the pre-registration for Gay 
Games V. Hardest hit locally is the 
San Francisco Penguins, which, 
according to a team representa¬ 
tive, filled out their application, 
mailed it to the Amsterdam of¬ 
fices, and had it rejected. But why 
they were rejected is still unclear. 

In a May 21 e-mail, Michael 
“Timberwoof” Roeder, who is a 
member, organizer, and goalie for 
the SF Penguins, stressed that he 
was speaking for himself, but of¬ 
fered these facts: “So far, I have 
heard four reasons why the San 
Francisco hockey team’s applica¬ 
tion to the Gay Games was reject¬ 
ed. 1: We sent $350 for seven play¬ 
ers instead of $300 for a team. 2: 
We did not have at least 40% 
women on our team. 3: All the 
men’s hockey team slots were al¬ 
ready filled. 4: Our form was not 
properly filled out.” 

Roeder expressed his dismay at 
what he sees as subterfuge and 
evasion of the truth,.that his team 
is being discriminated against 
based on their sex. “Each of these 
reasons has come to me through 
a different channel: stated via tele¬ 
phone to our Gay Games coordi¬ 
nator; posted on the IGLHA mail¬ 
ing list; and e-mail replied from 
the Amsterdam folks to Jim 
Provenzano, a writer for the Bay 
Area Reporter. Each of these rea¬ 
sons contradicts the others. 
They’re all bureaucratic. Two of 
them could have been solved 
weeks ago by a telephone call.” 

According to Paul van Yperen of 
Gay Games Amsterdam, “The rea¬ 
son for the pre-registration prob¬ 
lems has nothing to do with the 
participation of women. The only 
reason for returning their pre-reg¬ 
istration form is that the Penguins 
filled in their form incorrectly.” 



Hockey high jinks? 


Not so, according to other 
sources. According to an e-mail 
Roeder received from Team San 
Francisco co-chair Lisa LeBreque, 
the reason the Penguins must wait 
until after August 1 to learn 
whether they will be admitted to 
compete at Gay Games is that 
“Amsterdam’s goal is to achieve 
40% female participation across 
the 30 sports. 

“Historically,” she continued, 
“it has been shown that women 
register later than men, so there¬ 
fore, Amsterdam is limiting pre¬ 
registration to 60% men in each 
sport to allow women time to get 
their act together.” 

Thus the predominantly men’s 
team is being forced to 1 wait 
months to register. In the mean¬ 
time, hotel rooms are being 
bought out by price-gouging trav¬ 
el groups in Europe and America, 
and teams from around the 
world, such as the Penguins, are 
being left in the dark about their 
registration status. 

Obviously, this has hampered 
the enthusiasm of team members. 
The multiple excuses the Amster¬ 
dam group has used have almost 
drained Roeder of the desire to 
go. “I wonder if I should care 
which one is the real reason. As 
long as we’re denied a spot in Am¬ 
sterdam, there’s not much hope of 
putting together a gay hockey 
team in San Francisco. 

“I’ve talked to a number of 
hockey players in the Bay Area. 
They are excited about joining a 
gay hockey team ... until I tell 
them we don’t have a spot in Am¬ 
sterdam. I’m supposed to lie to 
them? As things stand now, we 
might as well put all of our plans 
on hold until after August.” 

In fact, the Penguins and other 
predominantly male teams may be 
kept “on hold” until January of 
1998. According to an e-mail from 
Rachel Gaster of Gay Games Ams-

terdam, “in the event that the slots 
are not filled by women, the re¬ 
maining slots will be opened to men 
on January 1, 1998.” By that time, 
virtually all hotels will be booked. 

Many other teams and indi¬ 
viduals are also experiencing 
problems. LeBreque stressed that 
the Amsterdam group was doing 
its best to communicate with ath¬ 
letes and teams. 

“Amsterdam’s Call Center, as 
well their website and e-mail ac¬ 
counts, have been swamped with 
questions, inquiries, complaints, 
etc., each one as important and as 
valid as the next,” LeBreque said 
in an e-mail response. “Many vol¬ 
unteers are spending long hours 
responding to each and every call, 
and I understand it may take sev¬ 
eral weeks to get a response, de¬ 
pending on how much research 
has to be done to thoroughly an¬ 
swer each question.” T

three to seven members. 
Women and men interested in

Sonoma County supes reject 
parking for gay beach

group of gay men in Sono¬ 
ma County has vowed to 
w % continue the fight for access 
to a popular gay beach on the 
Russian River, after county super¬ 
visors on Tuesday, June 3 rejected 
a proposal that would have pro¬ 
vided public parking in the area. 

“I’m giving this to the grand 
jury on the basis that there’s no 
compelling evidence to deny ac¬ 
cess,” said the organizer of the 
group, Santa Rosa resident St. 
Clair Adams. “Their concern 
about 20 or 30 swimmers is out of 
proportion.” 

At issue is legal parking access 
to a small secluded “gay” beach, 
about one half-mile upstream 
from the Russian River’s Wohler 
Bridge, as well as several other 
small beaches frequented by a va¬ 
riety of swimmers and boaters. 

The parking proposal, put for¬ 
ward by west county supervisor 
Mike Reilly, would have provided 
about 30 parking spaces for sum¬ 
mer beachgoers, in a lot built for 
fishermen, and currently open 
only between October 1 and May 
15. There is no other public park¬ 
ing in the area, because the roads 
that lead to the beaches have been 
posted with no parking signs. 

The parking lot is managed by 
Sonoma County Regional Parks, 
but the land on which it sits, as 
well as the beaches in question, 
and several miles of downstream 
beachfront, is owned by the Sono¬ 
ma County Water Agency. 

On this site the agency main¬ 
tains five water collectors that 
supply Russian River water to 
nearly one half-million people in 
Sonoma and Marin counties. The 
water agency also has plans to 
construct several more water col¬ 
lectors in the area, one of them 
near the “gay” beach. 

The Sonoma County Board of 


Supervisors also serves as the 
board of the Sonoma County 
Water Agency. 

The water agency and the 
parks department opposed the 
parking plan, saying that swim¬ 
ming in the vicinity of the water 
collectors would pollute the 
drinking water supply, and also 
pose liability problems if some¬ 
body were injured on the proper¬ 
ty. They reasoned that providing 
public parking would encourage 
“expanded use” of the beaches. 

Crypto fears? 

Supervisors were also present¬ 
ed with letters from the water dis¬ 
tricts that purchase the Russian 
River water, saying they were con¬ 
cerned that swimmers might in¬ 
troduce Cryptosporidium or other 
potentially fatal parasites into 
their water supply. 

In addition, a resident of the 
Wohler area, Meredith Dreisback, 
read a letter signed by 21 other 
neighbors who opposed the park¬ 
ing lot extension. 

Proponents of the plan, which 
included several dozen gay men as 
well as others interested in beach 
access, countered the arguments by 
saying that, even with the parking 
lot open, the crowds would be 
smaller than they were when park¬ 
ing was allowed on the roadways. 
They also presented evidence there 
is no scientific proof that swim¬ 
mers pollute the water supply. 

Cryptosporidium outbreaks 
are generally caused by sewage 
spills, flooding, or run-off from 
livestock ranches, said Bob Raw- 
son, a former sanitary engineer 
with the Sonoma County Water 
Agency. 

“Most people infected with in¬ 
testinal parasites are more inter¬ 
ested in sitting on the john than 
swimming in the river,” he com¬ 
mented. 

Several of the gay men who

nandez was at the Board of Super¬ 
visors meeting and commented 
favorably on Mayor Willie Brown’s 
$6.3 million in his proposed 1997- 
98 budget for substance abuse 
treatment on demand, one of Her¬ 
nandez’s top priorities since last 
fall. She offered no hint she’d soon 
be leaving the Department of 
Public Health. 

Brown called her departure “a 
significant loss.” 

Hernandez said only that “after 
much soul-searching, I have de¬ 
cided that the time has come for 
me to resign....” She said that she 
has spent her entire professional 
career in the DPH, both as a 
physician and administrator. 
Prior to becoming health director, 
she ran the AIDS Office. 

Dr. Edward Chow, health com¬ 
mission president, said work will 
begin immediately in consulta¬ 
tion with the mayor’s office, to 
“commence with the search for a 
new director.” No specifics were 
provided. 

Public health advocate 

San Francisco gay and lesbian 
leaders contacted by the B.A.R. 
praised Hernandez; she was laud¬ 
ed both as an effective adminis¬ 
trator and a compassionate doc¬ 
tor. 

Throughout her tenure as di¬ 
rector, Hernandez has maintained 
an active clinical AIDS practice at 
San Francisco General Hospital 


and is an assistant clinical profes¬ 
sor at the University of California, 
San Francisco School of Medi¬ 
cine. 

Dr. Mitch Katz, AIDS Office 
director, called her departure 
“devastating,” and said she’s been 
at the forefront of AIDS preven¬ 
tion and health services. When the 
Ryan White planning council was 
formed several years ago, Hernan¬ 
dez worked to establish the group 
and served as a co-chair. 

Even those who didn’t always 
agree with her, and she has had 
many critics in the gay communi¬ 
ty, acknowledged her contribu¬ 
tion to the city. 

“While I have not always 
agreed with Dr. Hernandez, she’s 
been a stellar director and really 
good for the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity,” said Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano. 

Hernandez and another Latina 
lesbian, Supervisor Susan Leal, 
have each contributed to the in¬ 
creased visibility of lesbians of 
color in San Francisco and na¬ 
tionally, as both are known 
throughout the country. 

“She was a very, very strong 
advocate for public health,” Leal 
said. “We agreed most of the time, 
but even when we disagreed, I un¬ 
derstood what her motivations 
were.” 

Supervisor Leslie Katz said, 
“I’m sorry to see her go. It’s a loss 
for the city and certainly a gain for 
the San Francisco Foundation. I 
know she has her detractors, [but] 
the community owes her a great 
deal.” ▼

Dom. partners clears Assembly

I n what is described as an 
“historic” bipartisan vote, on 
June 2nd the State Assembly 
passed a bill, authored by Carole 
Migden, D-SF, which will require 
disability and health insurers to 
provide the option of domestic 
partners benefits to their clients. 

While arguing the benefits of 
the bill, AB 1059, Migden said 
the legislation would help not 
only gay couples, but senior citi¬ 


zens and heterosexual couples 
who choose to live together 
without getting married. Migden 
cited that more than 600 compa¬ 
nies nationwide offer domestic 
partner coverage and said the 
option will give small businesses 
stability in keeping good em¬ 
ployees. 

“This bill will benefit real peo¬ 
ple, thousands of Californians in 
non-traditional families, including 
same-sex couples and opposite sex 
couples who live together in sta¬ 
ble, long-term, committed rela¬ 


tionships but are ineligible for tra¬ 
ditional spousal benefits,” Migden 
said. 

Martha Knutzen, President of 
the San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission, said, “What As¬ 
semblywoman Migden has done 
is a critical step toward helping 
companies offer benefits that 
until now they could not afford.” 

Steve Baldwin, Assemblymem- 
ber from El Cajon, disputed the 
notion that the bill would help 
anyone except gay couples. “This 
bill is about the homosexual 


lifestyle. It’s simply not the role of 
government to require insurers to 
offer benefits for someone’s un¬ 
married partner.” 

Apparently the Baldwin argu¬ 
ment resonates in other Republi¬ 
can circles as well. Governor Pete 
Wilson’s spokesperson Steve 
Tatum said the bill will be vetoed 
“if it reaches the Governor’s 
desk.” Tatum said, “The admin¬ 
istration is opposed to the bill. It 
is an effort to indirectly equate 
domestic partnership to mar¬ 
riage.” ▼

Sheldon debates lesbian 
minister on Sacramento TV

O eclaring that the gay agenda 
is to “degenderize America,” 
the Traditional Values 
Coalition’s Lou Sheldon kicked 
off a debate on gay rights and do¬ 
mestic partners legislation at 
Sacramento’s public TV station, 
KVIE, on Thursday, May 22. 

When Jack Cavanaugh, the 
moderator, turned to MCC’s Rev. 
Freeda Smith for her reaction to 
Sheldon’s remark, he was told, 
“Let’s get to the bottom line here: 
We’re here to talk about justice, 
and there’s no reason why taxpay¬ 
ing, loving, gay and lesbian people 
who are in committed relation¬ 
ships recognized by their church 
and by God should be paying 
taxes so that people like Reverend 
Sheldon and his wife can have 
benefits that we can’t have.” 

Smith is a skilled preacher and 
was on a championship debating 
team in college, so none of Shel¬ 
don’s typical ploys - digressing, 
misinformation, and outrageous 
statements - caused her to react 
or veer off the subject. People who 
gathered around the monitor in 
the Green Room were cheering 
Smith as she ticked off point after 
point which left Sheldon mutter¬ 
ing to himself on occasion. 


Smith alternately used a dom¬ 
inating tone to get Sheldon’s at¬ 
tention, while saying, “Rev. Shel¬ 
don, Rev. Sheldon, I love you in 
the Lord - but...,” then murmur¬ 
ing when Sheldon quoted a no¬ 
tably homophobic black minister, 
“God love him, God bless him.” 

Sheldon appeared distracted 
and annoyed in a post-debate in¬ 
terview, but told reporters that ho¬ 
mosexuals are trying to redefine 
the family. He explained the “het¬ 
erosexual ethic,” which he said 
arises out of the “whole human 
anatomy, male and female,” and 
defined homosexuality as a gender 
identity conflict. Of the family, he 
said, “There is a chemistry within 
a home, a literal chemistry: it’s bi¬ 
ological, physical, chemistry [sic], 
psychological, and societal, which 
affects the relationships. The fa¬ 
ther is in the home to take author¬ 
ity, provide leadership, and pro¬ 
vide the definitive role of what is 
morally right and wrong.” 

Smith said of the debate, “It 
was important for me not to give 
him an inch. He didn’t want to 
speak to the issue, and he didn’t 
want to allow me to speak.” 

Preliminary reports from 
KVIE.indicate that viewer com¬ 
ments regarding the issue of do¬ 
mestic partners were generally fa¬ 
vorable. ▼

spoke described their love for the 
beach, and the lush meadows and 
forests that surround it. One of 
them, Monte Rio resident Bruce 
Campbell, showed the supervisors 
a video he had made of the area, 
which he said he had been visiting 
for 30 years. 

Despite the testimony of pro¬ 
ponents, all of the supervisors ex¬ 
cept Reilly rejected the plan, say¬ 
ing that it would be too costly to 
conduct the environmental stud¬ 
ies required to prove that beach 
use is not a public safety hazard. 

“I already think I know what 
the answer to some of these ques¬ 
tions are, that it’s expensive,” said 


Santa Rosa area supervisor Tim 
Smith. 

Following the vote, proponents 
of the parking lot proposal were 
disappointed with the outcome. 

Pointing out that several other 
municipalities in the county get 
their water supply near public 
beaches, Campbell said he be¬ 
lieved the decision was unfair. 

“You can make the same argu¬ 
ments against every other public 
beach on the river,” he said. 

Adams suggested that one way 
to get a fair hearing from the water 
agency board would be to make 
the board a separate elected body. 

“We should put an initiative 
on the ballot to make the board of 
the water agency an elected posi¬ 
tion separate from the board of 
supervisors,” he said. ▼ 


a substantial savings for the state 
as people leave state assistance 
programs and return to the work¬ 
force. Migden said, “Recent med¬ 
ical advances have produced 
miraculous new drug therapies 
which can dramatically improve 
the health of people living with 
HIV/AIDS, and many are able to 
return to work. Ironically, as their 
health improves, the costs of 
treatments skyrocket, and people 
are faced with having to choose 
between returning to work and 
retaining their coverage for live- 
saving drugs. This bill solves that 
problem. 

“This measure will give people 
a sense of dignity by allowing 
them the opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in the workforce while also 
saving the state money,” Migden 
said. T

San Jose Pride growing despite controversy 


Sunday of every month at the 
Billy DeFrank Lesbian and Gay 
Center to get public input. 

“We hold board meetings, and 
nobody from the public shows 
up,” Kiley said. “We’re not hiding 
anything. But we’re a working 
board, and most of the work hap¬ 
pens outside of meetings. There 
are only four of us, and there is so 
much work to do.” 

The level of work is one of the 
problems with recruiting new 
board members, Kiley claims. “We 
hold elections in September or 
October of each year,” Kiley stat¬ 
ed, “but most of them [the new 
board members], quite frankly, 
flake out.” 

Kiley noted that “you wind up 
doing things you never meant to 
do, like cleaning up trash. I guess 
I could be called the trash cleanup 
queen... no, czarina.” 

Trash of a different sort may 
also be a problem for recruiting 
new board members. Kiley ac¬ 
knowledges that the committee’s 
legal problems are a major prob¬ 
lem in recruiting board members. 
The negative publicity “results in a 
bad reputation, not only for the 
board but also for the individual 
board members,” Kiley grumbled. 
Fear of being held personally re¬ 
sponsible for the committee’s 
debts is a powerful deterrent to 
potential board members. 

“Yes, we would be happy to 
bring in more board members,” 
Kiley added. “It’s not that we 
haven’t tried. But we’re stuck in a 
position which isn’t the 1997 
pride board’s fault. It’s the inept 
handling by the 1994 board.” 

Both Kiley and Carranza were 


members of that committee. 

Parade marches on 

The parade’s grand marshals 
are Pat and Pete Koopman, co¬ 
presidents of Peninsula PFLAG, 
and Paul Wysocki, one of the pio¬ 
neers of the South Bay gay and 
lesbian community. The Koop- 
mans were instrumental in 
founding the PFLAG chapter 10 
years ago and have served for five 
years as co-presidents. 

Wysocki has been a leader in 
the San Jose community since 
1970, serving as a leader in a large 
number of civil rights and 
HIV/AIDS organizations, includ¬ 
ing as president of the board of 
Bay Area Municipal Elections 
Committee (BAYMEC), as chair 
of the Santa Clara Human Rela¬ 
tions Commission, and as a mem¬ 
ber of the hate crimes task force 
that successfully lobbied for a 
countywide anti-hate crimes or¬ 
dinance. He ran unsuccessfully as 
an openly gay candidate for city 
council in San Jose in 1990. 

Volunteers are still needed for 
two-hour shifts on Sunday for a 
variety of tasks, including set-up, 
security and clean-up. Anyone 
wanting to volunteer for the pa¬ 
rade should arrive between 8 and 
9 a.m. at the parade starting 
point, or anytime during the day 
at the information booth in 
Guadalupe River Park.

L ess than six months after the 
San Jose Pride Committee 
filed for bankruptcy and was 
the subject of a series of critical ar¬ 
ticles in a South Bay gay paper, in¬ 
cluding one headlined, “Pride fes¬ 
tival may not happen,” San Jose is 
ready to hold its annual gay pride 
celebration this Sunday, June 8. 

The pride committee claims 
that the city of San Jose is predict¬ 
ing a 20 percent increase in atten¬ 
dance over last year’s event, in¬ 
cluding a parade and pride festival. 

One indication of the antici¬ 
pated growth of this year’s cele¬ 
bration is the official pride maga¬ 
zine. The 44-page magazine, with 
a glossy color cover and compre¬ 
hensive resource guide, has set 
local records for size, distribution 
and advertisements. Advertising 
and the resulting revenue has 
more than doubled; 20,000 copies 
of the magazine are being distrib¬ 
uted. Many of the ads were placed 
by downtown businesses that are 
not gay- or lesbian-focused, 
demonstrating the viability of this 
year’s theme of “Equality 
Through Visibility.” 

Another sign of growth is the 
record number of booths for the 
festival. There will be over 50 


booths at the festival, organizers 
said. 

Part of the success of the mag¬ 
azine and booth rentals can be at¬ 
tributed to the committee’s deci¬ 
sion to hire a professional mar¬ 
keting firm, Piper’s Vision, to han¬ 
dle advertisements and the maga¬ 
zine this year. 

Bill Kiley, vice president of the 
committee, defended the decision, 
noting that the increased ad rev¬ 
enues more than covered the costs, 
and that Mark Gillard of Piper’s 
Vision donated much of his time. 
“Mark put in a lot more of his 
own time than he originally antic¬ 
ipated,” Kiley told the B.A.R. 

Gillard confirmed that he do¬ 
nated much of his time to support 
the committee, and that he did so 
to honor “the spirit of so many 
people who have died, and the 
spirit of so many people who are 
still here. Pride is too big a thing 
to let personalities get in the way.” 

Resolution of problems 

Gillard’s comment was a refer¬ 
ence to the conflict that the com¬ 
mittee continues to face. Gillard 
and Kiley attribute the tension to 
personality conflicts in the local 
gay, lesbian, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender community. 

The committee has been strug¬ 
gling to overcome negative pub¬ 


licity resulting from a lawsuit over 
the loss of over $40,000 in radio 
equipment after the 1994 parade 
and festival, and with some prob¬ 
lems with maintaining proper 
legal filings to maintain its corpo¬ 
rate status. The bankruptcy peti¬ 
tion did not stop the lawsuit by 
former committee member David 
Carranza, which is scheduled to 
go to trial later this month. The 
committee has since withdrawn 
the petition for bankruptcy, and 
has corrected the problems with 
back taxes and paperwork. 

The committee’s legal problems 
have been the subject of several ar¬ 
ticles in the South Bay newspaper 
OutNOW! The committee’s re¬ 
sponse to the criticism has swung 
between appreciative and critical, 
often in the same paragraph. 

Ted Sahl, committee president, 
responded to the newspaper’s crit¬ 
icism in his letter in the magazine, 
stating, “The pride committee ap¬ 
preciates OutNOWFs negative re¬ 
porting. It gave us a much-needed 
opportunity and incentive to cor¬ 
rect these past errors. Of course, 
the board wishes that OutNOW! 
acted more professionally.... Out- 
NOWT s articles have severely 
hampered the committee’s ability 
in planning the 1997 event.” 

In addition to the committee’s 
legal problems, OutNOW! has crit¬ 
icized the committee’s composi¬ 
tion. The committee has only four 
members, all white men, half of 
whom are straight, including Sahl. 
The paper also reported that sched¬ 
uled public meetings are not held. 

Kiley challenged these criti¬ 
cisms. He told the B.A.R. that the 
committee meets on the second

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Possible Coors participation in 
Los Angeles Pride causes controversy

A resolution co-sponsored in 
May by gay West Holly¬ 
wood City Coemcilmember 
Steve Martin “acknowledges the 
efforts that the Coors Brewing 
Company has made in its policies 
and relations with the gay and 
lesbian community” In a recent 
press release, Martin quotes 
David Fisher of West Holly¬ 
wood’s Lesbian and Gay Adviso¬ 
ry Council, who said that he felt 
Coors was being treated unfairly 
by people in the gay and lesbian 
community who continue the 
boycott which, he says, ended in 
1987. 

Fisher’s reasons are that he has 
“realized” that Coors has imple¬ 
mented employment policies that 
go beyond what most other gay- 
friendly companies have done. 
The resolution comes immediate¬ 
ly before the Los Angeles gay and 
lesbian pride celebration was 
scheduled to discuss Coors’ par¬ 
ticipation as a sponsor of that 
event. 

Sacramento-based Reverend 
Jerry Sloan told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that based upon his re¬ 
search into the homophobic orga¬ 
nizations the Coors family has 
founded and heavily funded, he is 
unequivocally against allowing 
Coors to “con the gay and lesbian 
community into believing that 
the leopard has changed its spots.” 

Sloan, who has studied the 
money trail and the makeup of 
the Coors Corporation, is amazed 
that people in leadership posi¬ 
tions can look at the family hold¬ 
ings and separate the family from 
the corporation. “The Coors fam¬ 


ily owns all of the voting stock in 
the corporation. Any money de¬ 
rived from the sale of Coors prod¬ 
ucts - including beer - goes di¬ 
rectly into the family coffers 
which, in turn, are opened to 
every repressive, ultra-conserva¬ 
tive, right-wing cause which is re¬ 
gressive and elitist enough war¬ 
rant their funding. 

“In fact,” Sloan continued, “the 
Adolph Coors Foundation and 
the Castle Rock Foundation joint¬ 
ly own 732,413 shares of stock in 
the Adolph Coors Company - the 
holding company that owns 
Coors Brewing Company - and 
family members sit on their 
boards. Both of those foundations 
fund programs against gays. Both 
foundations also jointly own 
24,137 shares of ACE Technolo¬ 
gies, which is headed by Jeffrey 
Coors, who is Chair of the Free 
Congress Foundation - which is 
responsible for inventing the so- 
called “Gay Agenda.” 

“Looking at what Coors is 
doing to manipulate a few gay and 
lesbian employees - getting them 
to write letters and make phone 
calls to gay media to tout the won¬ 
ders of the Coors company - 
hardly outweighs the climate of 
hatred and exclusion their money 
has inflicted on the rest of us,” 
Sloan said. He pointed out that 
while the Coors Company has in¬ 
stituted progressive policies for 
diversity and domestic partners, 
“there is no reason for people like 
Fisher and Martin to become ad¬ 
vocates for Coors, because much 
of Coors’ deceptive behavior has 
been chronicled. Syndicated gay 
writer Bruce Mirken has written 
several well-researched articles 
about the Coors money and the 


International gay pride 

T his year’s “Europride” gay liberation celebration will be held 
in Paris from June 19-29. Although organizers expect it to be 
huge, the ten : day festival is already dwarfed by an unprece¬ 
dented 100-day event now underway in Berlin, called “Goodbye to 
Berlin?

activities it supports, such as The 
Castle Rock Foundation, and the 
Council for National Policy, and 
the yearly $250 million the com¬ 
pany spends with Jeff Coors’s cor¬ 
poration. 

“Bruce has also written about 
the Coors efforts to donate large 
sums of money in the gay and les¬ 
bian community in order to gain 
a foothold for their marketing. I 
can’t believe Martin and Fisher 
didn’t know at least a part of this, 
and if they didn’t, they should 
have researched the pros and cons 
before making this decision on 
behalf of the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity,” Sloan said. 

Coors makes a 
$10M ‘Splash’ 

David Fisher, who was the 
moving force behind the West 
Hollywood Resolution, is a mem¬ 
ber of the board of directors of 
the Los Angeles community cen¬ 
ter and is also a board member of 
the Human Rights campaign. 
Fisher has already accepted a $10 
million donation from Coors for 
an event called “Splash,” which he 
put on at the center, but doesn’t 
feel it compromises anything. 

Fisher claims to have done ex¬ 
tensive research on the Coors dis¬ 
claimers regarding their homo- 
phobic and right-wing activities, 
and certainly has come up with 
different answers than Sloan. 

“We can’t dictate to family 
members how they spend their 


money,” he told the B.A.R., “and 
the company has absolutely noth¬ 
ing to do with any right-wing or 
homophobic activity. I’ve looked 
at the material, and they absolute¬ 
ly do not have anything to do with 
homophobic activity. 

“That’s all in the past. How 
long are they going to have to pay 
for what other family members 
did in the past?” 

Fisher also stated that the very- 
much-alive Joseph Coors is dead, 
and therefore other family mem¬ 
bers should not be held account¬ 
able for his political activities. 

He further claimed that if the 
community continues to boycott 
Coors, “then we need to look at 
Disney and some of the other 
companies like American Airlines; 
we should be fair and make sure 
we treat everyone the same.” Fish¬ 
er said he had discussed the city 
council resolution with a promi¬ 
nent Southern California publish¬ 
er before submitting it, and had 
received his blessing. 

The publisher told the B.A.R. 
he doesn’t know Fisher. 

The Coors agenda 

Sloan told the B.A.R. that re¬ 
searcher Russ Bellant’s book The 
Coors Connection lays out the 
ways the Coors family have im¬ 
plemented their agenda - and 
continue to do so. “It’s beautifully 
and professionally researched and 
presumably available to Fisher. In 
my opinion, no other company 


has engaged in such focused, 
long-range planning against the 
gay and lesbian community. 
Joseph Coors and [Free Congress 
founder] Paul Weyrich set that 
train in motion over 25 years ago, 
and it’s still roaring down the 
track aimed right at us. 

“There is absolutely no way 
the Coors Company can atone 
for the pain and misery their ho¬ 
mophobic agenda has inflicted 
upon our community. There’s 
not enough money to make that 
go away. They own a piece of 
every gay murder, gay bashing, 
every Amendment 2 and Lon 
Mabon, Lou Sheldon and Phyllis 
Schlafley that grab a cheap head¬ 
line at our expense. They have a 
piece of every Paul Cameron and 
Joseph Nicolosi that attempt to 
put out their false ‘statistics’ 
about gays and gay behaviors 
under the guise of ‘science,’” 
Sloan said. 

“Every time we buy a Coors 
product we are engaging in suici¬ 
dal behavior -1 can’t stop people 
from doing it, but I sure as hell 
can make sure they know that 
what they’re doing has a name. 

“And it’s either suicide or 
treachery,” he said. 

This week Sloan has been 
asked to attend a meeting with 
Coors officials, and another meet¬ 
ing about Coors was held Mon¬ 
day, June 2 at Christopher Street 
West, the producing organization 
of the Los Angeles parade. T

tional federal policy on that sub¬ 
ject. It was introduced Wednes¬ 
day, June 4 with the co-sponsor¬ 
ship of Representative Nancy 
Pelosi (D-California). 

“What we need to do to get 
marijuana into the hands of the 
truly suffering is remove the fed¬ 
eral controls on marijuana so the 
states can determine this issue for 
themselves,” Frank said in a pre¬ 
pared statement. His bill would 
reclassify marijuana from a 
Schedule I to a Schedule II drug 
under narcotics regulations. 

Frank is “hoping that people 
who say they are motivated by 
states’ rights on a number of is¬ 
sues will be consistent and sup¬ 
port my states’ rights legislation in 
an area which provides a great 
deal of relief from suffering for a 
number of people.” 

Robert Raben, Frank’s aide, 


said the bill would direct the Na¬ 
tional Institute on Drug Abuse 
(NIDA) at the National Institutes 
of Health (NIH) to provide mari¬ 
juana for study. It differs from 
Frank’s previous bill on the sub¬ 
ject in that it would allow state law 
to regulate local use and cultiva¬ 
tion. 

Allen St. Pierre, spokesman for 
the National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws 
(NORML), worked closely with 
Frank in shaping the bill. He ac¬ 
knowledged that it was “heavily 
influenced” by the huge majorities 
that passed medical marijuana 
initiatives in California and Ari¬ 
zona, and by the political atmos¬ 
phere on Capitol Hill “in this era 
of Republicans screaming for 
states’ rights.” 

He called the odds of passage 
“extremely long” in this session of 
Congress, but hoped for fair hear¬ 
ings this year to further the 
process of education. St. Pierre 
also sees Frank’s bill as a counter 
to a proposal by the Senators from 
Tobaccostan, North Carolina Re¬ 
publicans Jesse Helms and Lauch 


Faircloth, that seek “to mitigate or 
nullify” the California and Ari¬ 
zona election results. “Their bill 
seeks to imprison doctors,” he 
said, “so at the very least Barney’s 
bill acts as a countermeasure in 
terms of public discussion.” 

Meanwhile, the case for med¬ 
ical marijuana continues to gain 
ground. In February, the NIH 
held a Workshop on the Medical 
Utility of Marijuana. That panel 
of eight outside experts heard two 
days of testimony and unani¬ 
mously concluded that marijuana 
“looks promising enough to rec¬ 
ommend there should be some 
controlled studies.” It recom¬ 
mended a handful of areas for re¬ 
search, including AIDS wasting, 
glaucoma, and the debilitating 
side effects that often accompany 
chemotherapy. 

On May 14, research scientists 
documented the long-held belief 
that marijuana is safe. There is “no 
statistically significant association 
between marijuana smoking and 
death,” concluded the study con¬ 
ducted by Kaiser Permanente. It 
appeared in the American Journal 
of Public Health It examined med¬ 
ical records of more than 65,000 
San Francisco Bay Area patients 
over a ten year period. The study 
was largely ignored by the media. 

And the latest survey of Amer¬ 
ican attitudes shows that 69 per¬ 
cent believe marijuana should be 
legalized for medical use. The 
number climbs to 77 percent “if 
research shows it effective,” but 
turns to 75 percent in opposition 
“if research shows it ineffective.” 
Most Americans believe the herb 
does have some medicinal benefit. 
The poll of 517 adults was re¬ 
leased May 29 by ABC News and 
the Discovery Channel. ▼

With nutrition, what you don’t 
know can definitely hurt you

he advent of the protease in¬ 
hibitors and combination 
therapies for HIV have 
shown great promise for many 
who had little hope of survival. 
Many people, however, are expe¬ 
riencing difficulties with the ther¬ 
apies and cannot tolerate them at 
all. Ineffectiveness in treatments 
may be because of the difficulties 
in taking the drugs and/or inade¬ 
quate absorption. Now there is 
more information about main¬ 
taining health and improving ef¬ 
fectiveness of the new drugs with 
aggressive nutritional support. 

The Healing Alternatives 
Foundation (the AIDS Buyers’ 
Club) will be sponsoring a free 
half-day seminar on Saturday, 
June 14 at the Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church in the Castro. Ex¬ 
pert speakers Lark Lands, Michael 
Mooney, and Carl Grunfeld will 
bring their knowledge and exper¬ 
tise on nutrition, anabolics, and 
endocrinology to the event. 

Lands is a health educator, 
consultant, and author of Posi¬ 
tively Well*: Living with HIV as a 
Chronic, Manageable, Survivable 
Disease, which will be available 
later this year. Her knowledge and 
expertise on a total, aggressive ap¬ 
proach to survival with HIV is 
well-known and respected. She 
has written for POZ magazine 
and is a frequent keynote speaker 
at AIDS conferences worldwide. 

I had an opportunity to inter¬ 
view her about what she hopes to 
achieve at the seminar: 

Matthew Sharp: What are the 
most important areas you'd like 
to cover in the upcoming semi¬ 
nar? 

Lark Lands: How to eliminate 
symptoms of HIV and oppor¬ 
tunistic infections, how to in¬ 
crease the absorption and de¬ 
crease the side effects in the many 
drugs people with HIV are taking. 
How to lessen the chance for de¬ 
velopment of resistance. How to 
lessen the risk of infections and 
cancers. How to slow disease pro¬ 
gression even more than you can 
with drugs alone. I’ll also address 
prevention of body damage and 
downhill slide that can steal your 
muscles and ultimately lead to 
wasting. 

It almost sounds too good to 


be true, but the facts are that there 
is a great deal we can do to ac¬ 
complish all of these with the ap¬ 
propriate use of nutrients - which 
is what I’ll be talking about - as 
well as hormonal therapies, exer¬ 
cise, and other approaches dis¬ 
cussed by Mr. Mooney and Mr. 
Grunfeld. 

With all the enthusiasm for the 
new antiretroviral combination 
therapies, there isn't much talk 
about ways to make them work 
better with nutrients. What's the 
most important aspect of nutri¬ 
tion that people should know 
about? 

The bottom line is simple. Re¬ 
gardless of the particular drug 
you are using, one of the most im¬ 
portant things you can do to im¬ 
prove your chances of benefiting 
from them is to improve your 
body’s capacity to absorb and 
process and transport them. And 
the way you do this is with nutri¬ 
ents. 

The first step is improving ab¬ 
sorption. The combined effects of 
HIV and, in many people, other 
infections, along with nutrient de¬ 
ficiencies that are omnipresent 
with this disease, have created in¬ 
testinal damage in many people. 
The result is malabsorption, 
which can greatly diminish how 
well a drug is taken up. With mal¬ 
absorption, you won’t get the full 
dose of the drugs you’re swallow¬ 
ing, and the effect will be the same 
as taking a dose that’s too low. 
They’ll work less well, allowing 
greater viral activity and speedier 
development of resistance. Since 
some of these drugs are in forms 
that are difficult for the body to 
absorb anyway, worsening the sit¬ 
uation with intestinal malabsorp¬ 
tion is a very bad idea. 

Nutrients can help to repair 
the intestines and boost the ca¬ 
pacity for proper drug absorp¬ 
tion. Unfortunately, for many rea¬ 
sons, the very nutrients that are 
needed for this may be missing in 
a majority of people living with 
HIV. So, supplementation with 
these nutrients - especially gluta¬ 
mine, zinc, and vitamin A - may 
be crucial for maintaining long¬ 
term drug effectiveness. 

It makes sense that creating a 
better environment in the gas¬ 
trointestinal tract would help the 
effectiveness of the drugs, but 
what about reducing side effects 


SAG to give free protease 
inhibitors to actors

■■i he Screen Actors Guild has begun to provide protease in- 
I hibitor anti-AIDS drugs free of charge to members who have 
I no health insurance. 

The Los Angeles Daily News reported May 30 that SAG is the first 
union or corporation to provide the drugs, which block part of 
HIV’s reproductive process, in "such a direct and simple manner.” 

SAG says it will offer the drugs only to those who have been 
members of the guild for five years. Recipients must provide a writ¬ 
ten diagnosis of their condition and a current prescription for the 
drugs from a licensed physician. The union based its program on 
recent studies that show most people who use the new drugs have 
shown “significantly reduced levels of the AIDS virus.” ▼ 


with nutrients? 

Good nutrition and nutrient sup¬ 
plementation can help to main¬ 
tain a body that is healthy enough 
to withstand the assault of drugs, 
to the greatest extent possible. The 
simple fact is that what could keep 
many people from using an¬ 
tiviral drugs long-term is 
the side effects they 
cause. By using good ( 
nutrition to reduce 
such problems, we can 
greatly increase the 
chances for long-term ef¬ 
fective use of the drugs. We 
need to look at the 
specific effects of all 
the drugs someone is 
taking in order to de¬ 
sign a program that contains the 
nutrients that can help the body 
to tolerate them. 

With protease inhibitors, it’s 
critical to maintain the health of 
the liver, and there are a number 
of nutrients and herbs - including 
alpha-lipoic acid, n-acetyl cys¬ 
teine, glutamine, vitamin C, and 
silymarin - that can help with 
that. Ensuring an optimal supply 
of nutrients is a critical step for 
anyone taking antiretroviral 
drugs. I have lots of clients taking 
aggressive antiviral combos that 
just don’t get the side effects that 
other people get. 


How are people with HIV able to 
eliminate or reduce symptoms? 

It’s one of the most important 
things that we need to teach peo¬ 
ple. In my experience, most of the 
symptoms that can make people’s 
lives just plain miserable can be 
eliminated with the right combi¬ 
nations of nutrients, along 
with hormone replace¬ 
ment, when necessary. 
Fatigue, loss of sex 
drive, loss of your 
senses of smell or taste, 
appetite loss, depression 
and anxiety, muscle 
cramps and many 
others. 

This one’s simple. 
In order to be able to 
continue to manage a difficult dis¬ 
ease long-term, you need to feel 
good! We absolutely shouldn’t let 
people’s lives continue to be af¬ 
fected by symptoms that we can 
almost always eliminate. 

I'll be looking forward to more of 
the specifics at the seminar. Now, 
what about using nutrients to help 
slow disease progression? Some¬ 
times progression seems uncon¬ 
trollable, no matter what you do. 

Actually, many studies have now 
shown that nutrients can help slow 
disease progression. With some nu¬ 


trients, the effects may be dramat¬ 
ic. In separate studies, people with 
deficiencies of either selenium or 
B-12 were shown to progress twice 
as quickly compared to those with¬ 
out deficiencies. We absolutely 
need to keep people’s nutrients at 
optimal levels. 

It makes since that an integrated 
approach can prevent or reverse 
wasting and help people maintain 
lean body mass. Do you think we 
have the components to such an 
approach? 

Absolutely. We know that the ma¬ 
jority of people who die from 
AIDS actually die from wasting. 
Preventing it - or reversing it 
where it’s already present - with 
nutrients, hormone therapies, cy¬ 
tokine moderation, and exercise is 
a must: not only to ultimately pre¬ 
vent death, but also to help peo¬ 
ple maintain their strong healthy 
bodies and look better, feel better, 
and function better throughout 
their lives. 

With many people unsure of 
their future in maintaining all of 
the problems associated with HIV, 
it seems clear that an aggressive, 
thorough approach to good nu¬ 
trition, supplementation, and 
maintenance of lean body mass 
will lead to a better, healthier out¬ 
look. More and more research is 
proving that this is the case. T

“United is in a unique posi¬ 
tion, because when they negotiat¬ 
ed with the city in what we 
thought was good faith, they did¬ 
n’t raise any issues that are in the 
lawsuit,” Katz said. 

Ammiano, who last week ex¬ 
pressed his anger with the nation’s 
largest airline, was equally candid 
this week. “This is the first step in 
a total boycott. We take this very 
seriously and are really outraged 
at the decision of United.” 

The proposed law, if adopted, 
states, “Whereas, United Airlines 
misrepresented its position with 


the city ... in order to obtain a 
lease ... whereas, the city does not 
want city employees flying on an 
airline that can not be trusted ... 
therefore, be it resolved that the 
city ... establish as city policy for 
all offices, agencies, and depart¬ 
ments, that when booking air 
travel arrangements, that United 
Airlines be chosen only when no 
other airline is available.” 

In a related matter, the Harvey 
. Milk Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual Demo¬ 
cratic Club again held a demon¬ 
stration outside United’s Geary 
Street ticket office last Saturday. Jeff 
Sheehy, club president, has been 
relentless in calling for the gay 
community to take its collective air 
travel dollars elsewhere.

Wallace Shawn's intellectual jawbreaker by Robert Julian 


F or sheer courage and audacity, screenwriter Wallace Shawn (My 
Dinner With Andre) and director David Hare both deserve Oscars. 
Their collaboration, The Designated Mourner, is a talky think-piece 
that will bore most filmgoers to tears — if it doesn’t put them to 
sleep. However, for those able to stay awake, the film rewards with a stellar 
performance by Mike Nichols and enough intellectual fodder to keep 
after-dinner conversations running well past midnight. 

It takes no little temerity to corral the film medium and reduce its poten¬ 
tial to images of three actors, seated at a table, who simply talk about their past 
for 95 minutes. Yet this is exactly what David Hare does. Wallace Shawn’s play, 
The Designated Mourner, which debuted at London’s National Theater in 
1996, is brought to the screen in a fashion that approximates the original stage 
production. Cast members Mike Nichols (Jack), Miranda Richardson (Judy), 
and David de Keyser (Howard) reprise their roles as members of an extended 
family doomed both by circumstances and their own cultural predilections. 

Jack and Judy are an unlikely married couple. Judy is a member of the cul¬ 
tural/political elite who marries below her station. Jack, a wannabe intellec¬ 
tual, simply does not have the background or the intelligence to become a 
fully participating member of Judy’s world. He complains that he tries to read 
all the great writers, but he just doesn’t understand them. By the end of the 
film, Jack finally stops reading, settling instead for porn magazines with pic¬ 
tures of naked ladies. In a dramatic moment, Jack confesses that he actually 
put a book of poetry in his bathtub and urinated and defecated on it. He 
elects to become, by his own joyful admission, a “lowbrow. “

Does extremism 
hurt our cause? 

Television editors were thrown 
into overdrive on the May 20 edi¬ 
tion of ABC’s late-night hit Polit¬ 
ically Incorrect when throaty 
uberqueen Harvey Fierstein told 
fellow panelist and poltroon-in¬ 
training Ron Reagan, “Fuck you 
and fuck your father” (former 
prez Ronald Reagan).

Obfuscation 

Little wonder why so many ho¬ 
mosexuals love The New Yorker. 
While queer invisibility suffuses 
most media products, ironically 
even those generated by homo¬ 
sexuals, The New Yorker has be¬ 
come so gay-friendly, the maga¬ 
zine could easily bear the subtitle, 
a queer chronicle.

liances. Jack, who abandons his 
wife and father-in-law as their 
troubles begin, ends up the only 
survivor — the de facto designat¬ 
ed mourner. 

Unanticipated heights 

As Judy and Howard, Miranda 
Richardson and David de Keyser 
deliver the kind of intelligent and 
restrained performances called 
for in Wallace Shawn’s script. 
However, stage and movie direc¬ 
tor Mike Nichols, as Jack, takes 
difficult material — and an un¬ 
sympathetic character — to 
unanticipated heights. In his 
debut as a film actor, Nichols is 
mesmerizing. Jack begins as a 
charming but shallow boor and 
evolves into a monster, yet 
Nichols communicates the char¬ 
acter’s humanity throughout, 
making Jack’s transitions not only 
logical but almost necessary. 

The Designated Mourner never 
reveals the country where its ac¬ 
tion takes place, but the story re¬ 
calls Chile, Argentina or Brazil. 
The lack of specificity in setting 
actually amplifies the dilemma 
presented by writer Shawn be¬ 
cause his is a story of ideas, a 
story which raises dozens of 
questions that are never specifi¬ 
cally articulated by the screen¬ 
play. Lives come and go, but the 
actors’ voices never rise above 
conversational level. Oliver Sta¬ 
pleton’s photography focuses on 
faces, and Bob Crowley’s minimal 
set design does not reveal any of 
the players below the waist. The 
lights go up and down, the cam¬ 
era angles vary, and the colors of 
the backdrop change — this is the 
action of the film. 

But those who pay attention 
will be prone to question many 
things. Were Judy and Howard re¬ 
ally as evolved as they pretended? 
Did their political connections 
ally them with corrupt officials 
and, thereby, make them co-con¬ 
spirators in a regime of oppres¬ 
sion? Or were Judy and Howard 
the real thing, the intellectual elite

that is always sacrificed when a re¬ 
actionary coup deposes the intel¬ 
ligentsia?

Campfire girls 

Von Sternberg , Dietrich, Luther Price

T he failed dreaYns of 1930s 
America that resulted in the 
Great Depression also 
spawned a soothing, if specious, 
escape route via the movies. 
Americans who saw a problemat¬ 
ic present and a doubtful future 
could look to the screen for exot¬ 
ic, transporting locales, every¬ 
thing from the sensuous jungles 
of Indo-China in Red Dust (1932) 
to a fog-enshrouded London in 
Dracula (1931). 

Of course, even audiences des¬ 
perate for escape had their limits, 
and judging from its critical and 
commercial failure at the time, 
Josef von Sternberg’s The Scarlet 
Empress (1934) hit those limits 
and kept on going. It wasn’t until 
camp entered mainstream con¬ 
sciousness in the ’60s that this 
baroque masterpiece came into its 
own as one of the cinema’s most 
dazzling achievements. 

The sixth of Sternberg’s seven 
collaborations with Marlene Diet- 
rich, The Scarlet Empress is a high¬ 
ly unorthodox biopic of Sophia 
Fredericka, the naif who is 
brought from the provinces to the 
Russian court to marry Peter III 
and produce a male heir. Hints 
that this is no ordinary history 
come early in a startling montage 
of Tsarist Russia. Sternberg cata¬ 
logs a shadowy array of blatantly 
sadomasochistic tableaux, from 
bodies spilling out of iron maid¬ 
ens to a man strapped to a 
whirling wheel, to the piece de re¬ 
sistance, a bound man used as a 
clapper in a gigantic bell. 

Jhe $tyli§tic extremes in this 
sequence are fleshed out in the ar¬ 
chitecture of the Russian court. 
Audiences of the ’30s must have 
been as slack-jawed as Sophia at 
the sight of 20-foot-high carved 
doors that take five people to 
open; giant, gnarled statues that 
hold a single candle; and func¬ 
tionaries mincing around in vast, 
ornate gowns and huge muffs. 
The director’s bizarre streak ex¬ 
tends to the characters. The extant 
empress (Louise Dresser), Peter’s 
aunt, is a bitchy, rapacious harri¬ 
dan who screws her way through 
the royal guard. Peter (Sam Jaffe) 
is a grinning imbecile — “the 
royal half-wit” the empress calls 
him — who plays with toy sol¬ 
diers and wants to kill his new 
wife. Count Alexei (John Lodge) 
is a sneering stud who courts 
Catherine while he’s fucking the 
empress. There are endless secret 
passageways, multiple amours, 
and traitors in every corner. Stock 
Sternberg characters add sardon¬ 
ic color: a thieving chancellor, a 
sarcastic priest, a queenly hair¬ 
dresser who prances up and down 
the halls in a mysterious state of 
disgust. 

Sternberg delights in deflating 
the pomposities of the court, and 
in the process making fun of his 
own atmospheric excesses. In one 
scene, the empress reaches for her 
scepter and is inadvertently hand¬ 
ed a turkey leg. When he isn’t 
playing with his soldiers, Peter 
uses a gigantic hand-drill to make 
peepholes in various walls. The 
dialogue adds another dimension 
of sarcasm. When Sophia objects 
to Count Alexei’s adulterous 
moves, he lectures her on the stu¬ 
pidity of morality: “Those ideas 
are old-fashioned. This is the 18th 
century!” 

The Scarlet Empress shows sur¬ 
prising political savvy. Catherine

succeeds in deposing Peter by 
winning over the two forces that 
have traditionally ruled empires: 
the church and the army. She wins 
the church by stripping off her 
jewels and handing them to the 
priest for the poor; she captivates 
the army by flirting with and then 
fucking the soldiers, in the tradi¬ 
tion of her predecessor. 

Above all, The Scarlet Empress 
is a masterpiece of romantic in¬ 
spiration, brilliantly visualized — 
Catherine holding a gauze net 
over her face as Count Alexei 
bends down to kiss her; a breath¬ 
less encounter with the Count in a 
haystack, with Catherine putting 
bits of straw in her mouth as 
mock-protection against his lust; 
an impromptu rendezvous in a 
glittering dark forest with a sol¬ 
dier who doesn’t know who she is. 

No exit 

At first glance, the idea of cou¬ 
pling Sternberg and Boston video 
and performance artist Luther 
Price seems as perverse as the 
grotesque statues that litter The 
Scarlet Empress. But Price’s trashy, 
scratchy Super-8 feature A (1990) 
mines some of the same imagina¬ 
tive territory as Sternberg in its 
treatment of female exotica. Un¬ 
like Sternberg’s carefully con¬ 
structed, gorgeously lit muse, 
though, Price’s Edie (played by 
the director) is a scaggy drag 
queen with a frozen grin who 
spends most of this 70-minute 
movie practicing dramatic en¬ 
trances and exits, playing spin- 
the-bottle by herself, and being 
“courted” by various men who 
woo Edie with flowers and candy 
but are never allowed to appear in 
the same frame with her. The cu¬ 
mulative effect of Edie’s endlessly 
repeated, apparently mindless ac¬ 
tivities, which take place in a seedy 
apartment, is almost as hilarious 
as Sternberg’s take on Russian his¬ 
tory, and some of his formal 
strategies are equally over the top. 
Particularly inspired is a recurring 
motif of Lassie (seen in sampled 


footage) running through various 
landscapes in an implied attempt 
tq rescue poor, demented Edie. ▼

The Pillow Book

is not stable, but retracts to allow 
writing to appear underneath like 
legends below a frame. In other 
words, it’s a cinematic fireworks 
display you and the kids can ooh 
and aah over. 

The visual elements submitted 
to this state-of-the-art montage 
are at once lush and conservative 
— like textbook examples of film 
processing. There’s a layer of 
Japanese pictograms (with some 
English margin notes) which cov¬ 
ers other images or serves as their 
ground. There are quoted snip¬ 
pets, written and spoken, real and 
apocryphal, from the original Pil¬ 
low Book, along with filmed illus¬ 
trations that resemble so many 
Flemish still lifes. 

There are a few stately clips 
representing Sei Shonogan as a 
full-color figure in traditional 
dress moving with Noh-like rigid¬ 
ity. The vision is glossily beautiful, 
but ultimately flat as a tourist 
brochure, suggesting not so much 
timelessness as the living death of 
the “traditional” arts. 

The most developed piece of 
this mosaic is the black-and-white 
period treatment of the young 
heroine’s formative memories, 
aka the major plot elements. 
Filmed in the manner of classic 
filmmaker Ozu (plus-airbrush), 
these seem like they should be 
happening in the ’50s, or even 
earlier, although narrative 
chronology demands they occur 
in the ’70s. 

Three key events take place on 
Nagiko’s fourth birthday: her aunt 
reads The Pillow Book to her; her 
bare-assed father confers with his 


publisher, who places a pile of 
paper money on the floor; her fa¬ 
ther writes his habitual birthday 
greeting on her face. 

It’s unclear why we have to 
watch her father repeatedly paint¬ 
ing this same message on the 
growing child’s face, but we do. 
We also have to hear the same 
sappy song, sung in high-pitched 
Chinese, more than once, which is 
plenty. 

True to the deterministic logic 
of melodrama, the three birthday 
incidents yield the following de¬ 
velopments: Nagiko grows up to 
be a writer; she finds a way to 


punish the publisher for his crime 
against nature and/or her father; 
she will spend years exhausting 
the fetishistic uses of the body-as- 
parchment. 

Blank slate 

- The film’s sagging middle, its 
45-minute second act, covers 
Nagiko’s implausible apprentice¬ 
ship. Deficient in dramatic inter¬ 
est or digital distractions, this 
segment unfortunately requires 
actress Vivian Wu to carry it — 
and she can’t. She’s nice and tall 
and looks fine naked, but when¬ 
ever she has to say more than one 
consecutive line, she loses con¬ 
viction. 

Greenaway’s gone on record as 
the arch-enemy of narrative, but 
here he dredges up vintage MGM 
rags-to-riches tripe: after Nagiko 


gets trapped in an unsuitable 
marriage, she starts writing. The 
marriage fails. She runs away to 
Hong Kong and works in a greasy 
spoon. All of a sudden, she’s in 
haute couture — first in the office, 
but soon on the runway! Thus 
justifying designer clothes and 
unaffordable living spaces. 

Here, the uneasy mix of desire 
and repulsion excited by Father’s 
paintbrush on her cheek returns 
as Nagiko goes in search of the 
perfect calligrapher/lover. In 
quick succession and sans sex, we 
watch a series of mostly older 
men applying ink to various parts 


of Nagiko’s anatomy. Whatever 
the erotic charge of seeing brush 
meet flesh, the symbolism of Man 
writing on Woman’s body is hard 
to take. Had the actress had more 
oomph — say, Jennifer Tilly — it 
could have been fun. But Wu’s so 
passive, so easily invaded, so lack¬ 
luster and unresponsive — in a 
word, so tabula rasa. 

What’s missing here, of course, 
is a real down-and-dirty, mutual 
exploration scene between two 
women. Maybe that’s further on 
in Nagiko’s career. Maybe that’s 
the sequel to this film that’ll never 
be made. Relief from paternalistic 
sex play does finally arrive in the 
person of bisexual, multilingual 
translator Jerome (Ewan McGre¬ 
gor), who — bending gender — 
invites her to write on him! 

Consisting of original and 
kinky material, this third act mer¬ 
its a film in itself. This is partly 
due to the increased screen time 
of Yoshi Oida as the salt-and- 
peppered publisher, a ruthless 
sexy guy with his feet on the 
ground. But it’s mostly because 
we’ve left “narrative” and re-en¬ 
tered “art.” 

These last 45 minutes are ex¬ 
quisitely filmed performance art, 
a display of the books Nagiko 
writes on the bodies of men who 
display themselves to the publish¬ 
er for copying (and copulation). 
The concept is Greenaway a la 
creme: it’s cheeky, it’s elegant, it 
cries out for interpretation. 

The conflation of body with 
paper, ink with blood, literature 
and/or book production with sac¬ 
rifice and/or sodomy, are fertile 
themes for which the director has 
found a fine framing fable. Why 
then does he brusquely dispatch 
the book/bodies, reducing them 
to brilliant vaudeville turns? 
Maybe the material is too scary 
for him, but his briskly efficient 
review of its potential may leave 
you feeling like you’ve only seen a 
coming attraction. T

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From Porter to Parker

I ’d Like to Hide It, a Salute to the 
Gay Lyrics of Cole Porter and 
Lorenz Hart is the title of a 
cabaret revue devised by 42nd 
Street Moon’s co-artistic director, 
Greg MacKellan. Premiering June 
6 at Star Classics for a short two- 
week run, the show is a historical 
outing of two of our greatest 
songwriters. Still, while the two 
shared an abundance of talent 
and a sexual preference, they were 
startlingly different. The flamboy¬ 
ant Porter, sort of the American 
upper crust’s version of Noel 
Coward, had money, a beautiful 
socialite wife, success, and no rea¬ 
son not to parade his homosexu¬ 
ality. In fact, MacKellan points 
out, one of Porter’s early lovers 
was fellow Yalie Jack Bouvier, 
Jackie Kennedy’s father. 

Hart, on the other hand, led a 
tortured life of secrecy and shame. 
The lyrics of each writer, MacKel¬ 
lan maintains, conceal direct ex¬ 
pressions of their sexuality. As 
early as 1919, Porter was boldly 
writing about how he liked to see 
the queens up at the Ritz Hotel 
while Hart was more discreet. In 
Hart’s “There’s a Small Hotel,” 
there’s a reference to “marriage 
trade,” which was code for a 
straight man who slept with a gay 
man. Those in the know — so¬ 
phisticated straights and most 
queers — caught the 
reference. 

“When you concen¬ 
trate on the songs 
knowing what the song¬ 
writers’ lives were 
about, you see h° w 
much they were inject¬ 
ing,” MacKellan says. 

“Some references 
are obscure, but 
many are blatant. 

That’s what’s 
wonderful about 
these songs and these writers.” 

MacKellan’s show, in which he 
stars with fellow 42nd Street 
Moon players Scott Grinthal, Lisa 
Peers, Eric Letourneau, and Bran¬ 
don Adams, will revel in such 
juicy bits of queer history. Assist¬ 
ed by Hart scholar Kathleen 
Philis, MacKellan is even breaking 
some new territory. “Kathy has 
done extensive interviews with 
people who knew Hart,” MacKel¬ 
lan explains, “and they believe 
Hart’s torment was not that he 
was short or that he was ugly. It 
was that he was in love with his 
writing partner, Richard Rodgers, 
for most of his life.” 

Aside from the gay lyrics, 
MacKellan says he’s enjoying see¬ 
ing men sing love songs to other 
men, thereby making the songs 
queer, even if they weren’t exactly 
intended that way. “There’s such a 
history of gay men and women in 
musical history,” MacKellan says. 
“Look at the statistics, 75 to 80 
percent of the people who made 
and continue to make musical 
theater — designers, choreogra¬ 
phers, writers, performers — are 
gay. It’s our indigenous American 
art form, created and shaped by 
homosexual men and women, yet 
they’ve always had to write about 
heterosexuals.”

A musical appreciation 

In addition to a score of glori¬ 
ous collaborations with Lorenz 
Hart and Oscar Hammerstein, 
part of Richard Rodgers’ legacy to 
the world of musical theater is his 
daughter Mary Rodgers, a musi¬ 
cal theater composer herself. 
Though her output has been de¬ 
cidedly less than her prolific fa¬ 
ther’s, Rodgers has created an ad¬ 
mirable body of work that is 
being celebrated on two recent 
CD releases. 

The first is the new Broadway 
cast recording from Rodgers’ one 
big hit show, Once Upon a Mat¬ 
tress, the fairy tale musical that 
made a star of Carol Burnett in 
1959. The new RCA Victor 
recording features movie actress 
Sarah Jessica Parker in the role of 
Winnifred, Princess of Farfelot, 
who spends a rough night sleep¬ 
ing on a pea hidden below a tower 
of mattresses. Parker, who was 
once a show tune-belting orphan 
in Annie, is a delightfully win¬ 
some, though hard-working, 
princess. She doesn’t have the buf- 
foonish bravado of a Carol Bur¬ 
nett. Still, the show is an old-fash¬ 
ioned musical treat — clever, 
sweet, and entertaining. The new 
recording captures the Broadway 
revival’s flair, but is no improve¬ 
ment over the original cast 
recording. 

Several Mattress songs also ap¬ 
pear on the original cast record¬ 
ing of Hey, Love: The Songs of 
Mary Rodgers, a three-person 


cabaret revue that ran at New 
York’s Rainbow and Stars last 
year. Along with the Mattress 
songs on this Varese Sarabande 
recording are bits and pieces from 
the rest of Rodgers’ career: a mu¬ 
sical of her children’s novel Freaky 
Friday (made into a film by Dis¬ 
ney starring a young Jodie Foster); 
Hot Spot, a musical starring Judy 
Holliday; The Mad Show, (with

PBS documentary details dirty 
doings at Royal Opera House

QED has once again decid¬ 
ed to contradict PBS and 
show The House , a six-part 
BBC documentary on Covent 
Garden, in June. I got to preview 
the series in advance of its public 
airing and can now urge readers 
not to miss one second of it. It’s 
the best soap opera you’ll see on 
television this year, and it’s all true. 

The House is the affectionate 
title of London’s Royal Opera 
House, known to us colonials as 
“Covent Garden,” after the veg¬ 
etable mart where the Royal 
Opera House has been located 
since 1728. The current house, re¬ 
built after fire destroyed the pre¬ 
vious building in 1858, supports 
two companies: the Royal Ballet 
(headed by former dancer Antho¬ 
ny Dowell) and the Royal Opera 
(headed by Nicholas Payne, with 
Bernard Haitink as music direc¬ 
tor). 

At the end of the 1997 season 
this spring, Covent Garden closed 
for three years of repairs and 
modernization. Through much of 
the series we see the Royal Opera 
House’s general director, Jeremy 
Isaacs, fighting for the money that 
will keep his companies afloat 
during their relocation from 
Co vent Garden (SF Opera filberts 
will recognize this story). No mat¬ 
ter how you look at it, begging for 
funds is not a pretty task, but this 
documentary proves that the beg¬ 
gars — the suits who run the 
Royal Opera House, its company 
boards, and the Arts Council that 
doles out public funding — are 
often their own worst enemies. By 
the time this 300-minute series is 
over, you will find every one of 
these self-serving, turf-defending 
bureaucrats more loathsome than 
any movie villain; some of them 
make Darth Vader look like 
Mother Teresa. 

You might wonder why Isaacs 
would allow BBC documentari- 
ans to film sensitive, confidential, 
and damning situations involving 
personnel, such as the hiring of 
Keith Cooper, the new director of 
public affairs and a hatchet man 
of almost comic proportions? 
Some say that Isaacs, a former TV 
executive, gave director Michael 
Waldman unlimited access be¬ 
cause he knew it would be “good 
theater.” Others, less charitable, 


suggest that Isaacs was trying to 
weasel his way back into television 
following the closure of Covent 
Garden for repairs. Whatever the 
motivations, Cooper, with his 
buzz cut and powder blue suits, 
proves to be an abrasive whiner 
who blames everything on subor¬ 
dinates, whose own office loathes 
him, and who, when speaking to 
a reporter, manages to pour gaso¬ 
line on a volatile situation by in¬ 
sulting a guest conductor who 
had the courage to question an 
overbearing director. 

This latter event underscores 
one of the main themes of The 
House. At some point back in the 
mid-’70s, stage directors wrested 
artistic control from musical di¬ 
rectors and they’ve been running 
the show ever since. The often 
horrifying results are no doubt fa¬ 
miliar to SFO regulars who re¬ 
member such outrages as the 
company’s misogynistic Cosi fart 
tutte, or the brutal rewriting of / 
Puritani and Prince Igor. Perhaps 
we should count ourselves lucky; 
the outrageous examples of “mis- 
scenation” in this documentary 
are accepted by management and 
the BBC documentarians as both 
natural and acceptable. Theater 
specialists like Trevor Nunn and 


Tim Albery run roughshod over 
budgets and artists in order to do 
idiotic things like drag horse carts 
on stage or dress choristers in 
pink rubber gloves. When one 
conductor objects to this stuff, he 
is dismissed and Cooper an¬ 
nounces to the press that it’s okay 
because his “Massenet is like 
Mahler.” The orchestra is furious, 
but nobody pays any attention to 
musicians in this opera house. 

Artists are forever 

Isaacs, Payne, and their snob¬ 
by donors are besotted by anti¬ 
musical opera and ballet produc¬ 
tions. They agree with the most 
uninformed audience tyro that 
the more glitz, the better. This is 
entirely the wrong attitude for 
people who are supposed to be 
producing art, which in the case 
of ballet and opera is about music 
first. Haitink, when confronted 
with ugly, unsuitable designs for a 
production of Wagner’s Ring, says 
with barely concealed irony: “Per¬ 
haps I’m old-fashioned; maybe we 
should do it without the music?” 

Even though she is patting her¬ 
self on the back, it’s hard not to 
agree with the Royal Ballet Board 
chairman, Baroness Blackstone, 
when she attacks the Royal Opera 
for hiring Maria Bjornson to de¬ 
sign their Katya Kabanova at the 
same time Bjornson was contract¬ 
ed to design Sleeping Beauty for 
the Royal Ballet. “It’s the most ap¬ 
palling incompetence,” she hisses 
while Isaacs smilingly agrees with 
her. What is never explained is 
why either of them wanted Bjorn¬ 
son in the first place (she designed 
Phantom of the Opera ; guess that 
answers my question). Her Beau¬ 
ty sets contradict the work’s ele¬ 
gant French score and are so 
cramped and overblown it’s a 
wonder ballerina Darcy Bussel 
can negotiate them. 

Of course she does, and that’s 
because she’s a great artist, and 
great artists have a way of per¬ 
forming under even the worst 
imaginable conditions. In fact, it’s 
the artists who are the heroes in 
this documentary, though the 
bean counters scarcely recognize 
the fact. American mezzo Denyce 
Graves loses her voice in the first

Gives good geisha 

Frederic Mitterrand's 'Madama Butterfl/

s the San Francisco Opera 

gets ready to present 

Madama Butterfly, the sec¬ 
ond of its “Broadway style” sum¬ 
mer operas, we would normally 
review the extant recordings. In 
the case of Puccini’s weeper, how¬ 
ever, they are not only too many 
but none is ideal, unless you have 
a pash for glam divas like Maria 
Callas, Mirella Freni, Renata Scot- 
to, or Renata Tebaldi. 

My top recommendation for 
the most natural, unforced view 
of the 1904 revised score is the 
1995 French film version by Fred¬ 
eric Mitterrand, now available on 
compact discs (Sony Classical, 
two discs) and video (Columbia 
Tri-Star, letterboxed). Mitterrand 
and his excellent American con¬ 
ductor, James Conlon, play the 
opera straight and complete, and 
they smartly cast it with Asians for 
the Asian parts and Americans for 
the American parts. 

You’ll never see a handsomer 
trio of men in this opera than 
tenor Richard Troxell (the fresh, 
boyish Pinkerton, less of a cad 
than usual); baritone Richard . 
Cowan (the suave, middle-aged 
consul, Sharpless); and Jing 
Ma-Fan (the scowling, angry 
young marriage broker who hates 
the sailors who have “peacefully” 
invaded his country). Mezzo Ning 
Liang is the sympathetic maid, 
Suzuki, while Chinese newcomer 
Ying Huang takes the role of 
Cio-Cio-San, the „ 15-year-old 
geisha who foolishly gives her 
heart to a careless American 
sailor. 

What makes this realistic cast¬ 
ing work is the fact that all five can 
sing as well as act ,and Conlon has 
coached them to achieve delicate 
musical effects. The fortyish 
American conductor, who heads 
France’s Bastille Opera, makes it 
clear that his diva shouldn’t at¬ 
tempt Butterfly on stage; projec-

tion over Puccini’s heavy orches¬ 
tration would be beyond her. But 
on a CD or in a film, this is not a 
problem; indeed, we get involved 
so quickly that even the lip synch 
ceases to be irritating. Mitterrand 
adds some touches of magic real¬ 
ism and sepia-period pho¬ 
tographs to his mise-en-scene, but 
mostly he simply lets the actor- 
singers get on with the story. 

Troxell’s high notes ring au¬ 
thoritatively, and Cowan, who 
benefits from close-ups (he’s a real 
dish if you go for older men), 
makes the letter-reading scene 
nearly unbearable with his sym¬ 
pathy for the abandoned 
Cio-Cio-San and his anger at 
Pinkerton’s boorish behavior. As 
for Ying Huang, it’s almost spooky 
the way she manages to turn her 
head or lower her eyes along with 
the music. As a natural coloratura 
soprano, she has high notes to 
burn, but it was her expressive 
middle and lower voices — and 
her impeccable Italian pronuncia¬ 
tion — that I found most moving. 
Conlon is a wonderful Puccini 
conductor, lingering over the 
pathos but never reducing it to 
sentimentality. ▼

Helen Eisenbach's 'Lesbianism Made Eas/

I never imagined doing it as a 

play,” Helen Eisenbach ex¬ 
plains when I ask her about 
the transition from the page to 
the stage of her hilarious, Lamb¬ 
da-nominated collection of es¬ 
says, Lesbianism Made Easy. 
That struck me as odd, because I 
certainly annoyed friends and 
strangers alike for weeks by per¬ 
forming great hunks of the book 
over the telephone. 

Eisenbach had written a play 
previously, Lesbian Bathhouse, 
so the notion of working in the 
theatre was not completely for¬ 
eign to her. When Ed Decker, 
artistic director of New Conser¬ 
vatory Theatre, urged Eisenbach 
to turn her book about the joys 
and travails of lesbiana into a 
play, she decided to take a 
chance. 

The play that will open next 
week at NCT “is a peculiar amal¬ 
gam of media,” says Eisenbach. 
“It’s not a pared-down version, 
but an extravaganza, with lots of 


characters, sets, and costumes.” 

Eisenbach, 38, was born in 
New York but spent her forma¬ 
tive years in Maryland. After an 
internship at Ms., she worked as 
a book and magazine editor and 
became a real New Yorker. Her 
theatre experience consisted of 
being an avid audience member. 
“I had a friend who just had her 
heart broken, and I wanted to do 
something to make her feel bet¬ 
ter, so I wrote Lesbian Bathhouse 
for her.” 

Eisenbach wrote Lesbianism 
Made Easy, the book, because “I 
had a three-month deadline to 
write something funny.” Her de¬ 
light in being a lesbian is evident 
in her writing. Her response to 
the question, “Are you a femi¬ 
nist?” is emphatic: “Yes, of 
course. I am not of the genera¬ 
tion that thinks there is some¬ 
thing sexless about feminism. I 
always thought I was on an 
equal plane, even when I was 12 
years old.” 

That feminist sensibility in¬ 
forms Eisenbach’s directing 
style. Unlike many directors who 


see the job as one of power and 
domination over their actors, 
she sees theatre as a process of 
shared abilities. 

Lesbianism Made Easy is 
Eisenbach’s second stint at di¬ 
recting, a stage version of Les¬ 
bian Bathhouse being the first. “I 
couldn’t find anyone to direct it, 
so I became the director by de¬ 
fault.” Although Eisenbach is di¬ 
recting her own play, she insists 
that “I’m not a diva about my 
words. I love the whole idea of 
the collaborative process. It’s re¬ 
ally delightful to see actors come 
into their own. I see my job as 
director as making the work the 
best that we can.” 

The theatrical version of Les¬ 
bianism Made Easy is “an absur¬ 
dist romp with a hint of roman¬ 
tic comedy. It’s a circus of les¬ 
bianism,” Eisenbach explains. 
“What I write is comic and sex¬ 
ual. Everyone has rules about 
who you love, but love has no 
rules. I want the world to see a 
bunch of fun-loving lesbians.” 

What separates Eisenbach’s 
book from other lesbian humor 


books is the seriousness of pur¬ 
pose underneath the comedy. 
The same is true of the play. In 
short, she wants to make les¬ 
bians visible to a culture that 
seems determined to forget 
them. “Beyond that,” says Eisen¬ 
bach, tongue firmly in cheek, 
“my goal is to change gay men 
and straight women into les¬ 
bians. I figure heterosexual men 
are already halfway there.” T

episode and courageously finishes 
the performance of Carmen, pass¬ 
ing out in the arms of her solici¬ 
tous tenor, Neil Shicoff. Magali 
Damonte flies to London from 
Paris on 24-hour notice to replace 
Graves at the next performance; 
she’s the only calm one on stage. 
Baritone Thomas Allen, just back 
from a transatlantic flight, is awak¬ 
ened and hustled to the Opera 
House to replace the scheduled 
Count in The Marriage of Figaro. 
He’s never met the conductor and 
has to ask how tall is the soprano 
who will be singing his wife. 

Isaacs makes one heartfelt plea 
for subsidies: “You cannot fund 


the arts on the basis of‘least-cost 
options.’ The least-cost option is 
no arts at all, isn’t it?” Nobly put, 
but his situation might not have 
been so desperate if he’d used 
more common sense. Opera 
house directors around the world 
had better heed the message of 
this documentary: the only heroes 
are the singers and dancers who 
soldier on in the face of artistic, 
administrative, and financial tom¬ 
foolery. And not just at Covent 
Garden. ▼

At the ripe old age of 26, 
Jason Robert Brown has al¬ 
ready made a name for him¬ 
self in musical theater. By 
teaming up with director Daisy 
Prince (daughter of Broadway 
legend Harold Prince), Brown 
put together an Off-Broadway 
revue of his work, Songs for a 
New World, recorded by RCA 
„ Victor. As both composer and 
lyricist, Brown has been heavily 
influenced by Sondheim, but his 
style is more pop and more emo¬ 
tional. Though they aren’t all ex¬ 
ceptional, the New World songs 
mark the work of a bold, engag¬ 
ing new talent.

C hildren smile and laugh, but it s the adults who sit slack-jawed 
and bug-eyed with wonder as young, hard-bodied athletes ex¬ 
ecute a symphony of stunning moves beneath the big top.

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The hungry muse

Flesh and the Word 4, edited by 
Michael Lowenthal; Plume, 
$14.95 

I n his introduction to Flesh and 
the Word 4 , the latest install¬ 
ment in the popular series of 
“gay erotic confessionals,” editor 
Michael Lowenthal promises his 
readers that the stories in this an¬ 
thology will offer not the pre¬ 
dictable manipulations of 
pornography, but memoirs res¬ 
onating with the “excruciating, 
exhilarating yank of the human 
condition.” Lowenthal, who suc¬ 
ceeds John Preston as editor of the 
series, also makes a case for the 
political nature of the gay mem¬ 
oir, noting that the genre is the lit¬ 
erary answer to the iconic gay slo¬ 
gan, “Silence=Death.” 

Presented with a seductive 
photo on the front cover (two 
blurred, nude, mqscular male 
bodies) and a carnival-barker 
“teaser” on the back that promis¬ 
es “taboo-breaking” tales that “fire 
up the flesh,” one is apt to greet 
Lowenthal’s high-mindedness 
with skepticism. But the antholo¬ 
gy’s 23 stories are as much about 
the nature of desire, and about 
our sometimes mysterious need 
for human connection, as they are 


about sexual fulfillment. Some of 
the stories, chronicling journeys 
into lesser traveled regions of sex¬ 
ual identity, also aspire to the po¬ 
litical status Lowenthal discusses 
in his introduction. 

Not surprisingly, there are a 
good number of stories here 
about young gay men discovering 
and exploring their sexual nature. 
Tom Cole’s “Lax or Unstable” is a 
brief account of the writer’s early 
fantasies, and of his ability 
(thanks to contortionist-like tal¬ 
ents) to satisfy himself in an un¬ 
usual way. In “Mustard Seed,” 
James Ireland Baker tells of find¬ 
ing a pornographic novel as a 
teenager and fantasizing about the 
lives of its gay heroes as he deals 
with the pain of a first, and unre¬ 
quited, love. 

In addition to accounts of 
youthful love, Flesh and the Word 
4 also tackles the controversial 
topic of the love of youth. Ed 
Sikov’s “Jailbait, 1997,” though not 
about pedophilia per se, deals 
with the risks and thrills of love 
between teachers and students. 
Michael Lassell’s “Gnat,” about a 
fortysomething man’s infatuation 
with a young man in his 20s, also 
contains a confession about the 
writer’s erotic attraction to young 
boys. “But one moment you can 
remember,” Lassell recalls in a sec¬ 
ond-person reverie, “the moment 


you realized you loved younger 
men, and how perilous a road you 
were about to go down.” If Las¬ 
sell’s story is a poignant, some¬ 
what overwritten treatment of the 
topic, Michael Lowenthal’s “Are 
You a Pedophile?” is (as the title 
indicates) a less subtle approach. 
Lowenthal not only details his 
own teenage attempts to lure sex 
from younger boys in his neigh¬ 
borhood, he challenges his gay 
readers to examine their own psy¬ 
ches for similar longings. 

Exotic erotic 

In his own contribution to this 
anthology, and in his selection of 
other pieces, Lowenthal clearly 
seems interested in exploring the 
far reaches of the gay sexual expe¬ 
rience. This is most apparent in 
Avram Morrison’s “Brown Party.” 
If the title isn’t enough to warn 
readers standing at the gate, Mor¬ 
rison includes a quote from one of 
W.B. Yeats’ “Crazy Jane” poems to 
serve as a pointed hint of what’s 
to come: “But Love has pitched his 
mansion in/The place of excre¬ 
ment ...” Morrison’s detailed de¬ 
scriptions of coprophilia will no 
doubt be a test for many readers. 
He is quite aware of this, and at 
the conclusion of his unflinching 
account he points out that such 
“forays outside the boundaries of 
civilized behavior” should be 
“chronicled as an authentic part 
of human history.” 

Flesh and the Word 4 contains 
similar chronicles. Michael Bron- 
ski’s “Dr. Fell,” for example, is the 
story of one man’s experience 
with a partner who has to cut 
himself with razors and knives in 
order to attain arousal. It is also 
the story of Bronski’s attempt, as a 
writer, to find the words to relate 
his experience. He jumps back 
and forth in time, using journal 
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assumes a given cultural defini¬ 
tion of gayness. For example, it as¬ 
sumes you are out to your family 
and workplace, assumes you are 
highly connected with a peer sup¬ 
port group, that you are a partici¬ 
pant in a lot of certain activities,” 
says Diaz, adding that these as¬ 
sumptions subtly skew informa¬ 
tion that is supposedly objective¬ 
ly presented. “For Latino men, 
there is a whole set of facts that is 
interpreted through the filter of 
cultural experiences, issues having 
to do with poverty, racism, not 
seeing the medical profession as 
your ally.” 

Diaz hopes Poz en Espanol can 
overcome the cultural bias of 
other AIDS publications, but, he 
says, it will take more than writ¬ 
ing in Spanish to accomplish that 
goal. “We need to start asking 
about the subjective experiences 
of Latino gay men. To the extent 
that the magazine takes into ac¬ 
count the issues people are really 
experiencing, it will be successful. 
If it’s a translation of the English 
magazine, just POZ in Spanish, 
that’s absurd!” 

As with the English-language 
POZ, POZ en Espanol rides a dif¬ 
ficult line: is it a gay magazine or 
not? English POZ strives to be 
inclusive, but also reflects a cer¬ 
tain critical mass of gay-specific 
coverage and a vaguely defined 
gay sensibility. How will POZ en 
Espanol handle this balancing 
act? 

“I’m gay, many of the writers 
are gay, and many of the people 
we profile are gay or lesbian,” says 
Iniesta. “But I’m not sure if there 
is any specific sensibility because 
we are gay.” 

Agosto acknowledges that it’s 
important to reach out beyond a 
gay audience without reinforcing 
the homophobic silence that often 
surrounds gay issues in most 
AIDS information. 

“It’s always hard to separate 
AIDS issues and gay issues. In 
POZ en Espanol , they cannot 
make it strictly a gay publication. 
In the Hispanic community, yes, 
we have a high percentage of gay 
Hispanics affected, but you also 
have Latina women who are drug 
users, and straight men,” says 
Agosto. “I’m sure they’re going to 
be very careful with that.” 

POZ en Espanol faces chal¬ 
lenges in reaching its desired au¬ 
dience, but drawing on a wealth of 
resources and experience from its 
English counterpart gives it a dis¬ 
tinct advantage in terms of expo¬ 
sure, support, and distribution. 
With these things intact, Iniesta 
can finally offer an essential mes¬ 
sage about AIDS to the Latino 
community: hope.

Tongues untied 


Magazine bridges linguistic and cultural barriers 


starting a new 
magazine 
from scratch 
— a finan¬ 
cially unlike¬ 
ly proposi¬ 
tion — they 
could link 
up with 

Strub’s mag¬ 
azine, shar¬ 
ing produc¬ 
tion facili¬ 
ties and re¬

POZ en Espanol printed its first 
issue this spring, with a look and 
style similar to its English coun¬ 
terpart. Profiles, columns, and 
features accompany news blurbs, 
resource listings, and reviews. Fa¬ 
miliar ads for protease inhibitors 
and home-testing kits are here, 
but in Spanish. Some news from 
Latin America is included, but the 
focus is primarily on the United 
States. 

“A magazine like this will 
spread information about what’s 
going on in the AIDS crisis in this 
country,” says Iniesta, who is now 
editor of POZ en Espanol. “The 
Latino community deserves that 
because we have been left behind 
in this issue.” 

Just as POZ started a few years 
ago with a bang, POZ en Espanol 
has aimed for an instant high pro¬ 
file. The initial press run of 
100,000 is larger than the Advo¬ 
cate’ s; 10,000 are being sold on 
newsstands, and the rest will be 
distributed free through commu¬ 
nity groups and targeted mailings. 
One more issue is due out this fall 
before regular quarterly publica¬ 
tion begins in 1998. 

The wide targeted readership 
poses an important question: ex¬ 
actly what Spanish should the 
magazine use? Languages have di¬ 
alects. For example, Australian 
English and American English are 
distinct — Americans may under¬ 
stand some Australian expressions 
but they still recognize them as 
foreign. What language could 
Puerto Ricans, Dominican Re¬ 
publicans, and Cubans all read 
without feeling excluded from 
POZ? 

“We put a lot of effort into 
using language that is accessible to 
everyone,” Iniesta says, arguing 
that Spanish-speaking cultures 
are more closely aligned linguisti¬ 
cally than their English-speaking 
counterparts. “Yes, you can use 
cultural expressions, as every 
country has, but only if everyone 
understands them.” 


Beyond stereotypes 

Language is only one consider¬ 
ation, however, when creating a 
magazine for the Latino commu¬ 
nity. There are also cultural issues 
that need to be examined. 

Rafael Diaz co-founded Her- 
manos de Luna y Sol, an HIV- 
prevention program for Spanish¬ 
speaking gay and bisexual men in 
San Francisco. In his studies of 
Latino communities around the 
United States, Diaz has found that 
many men don’t see themselves 
reflected in the perspectives of 
AIDS-related information cam¬ 
paigns, even if they understand 
English. 

“A lot of material for gay men

W hen a message isn’t get¬ 
ting through, the solu¬ 
tion isn’t always to repeat 
it in a louder voice. Sometimes 
the message needs to be reword¬ 
ed, reconsidered, or rethought. 
And sometimes it needs to be 
translated. 

Gonzalo Aburto Iniesta, a 
Mexican-born journalist living in 


New York, knew AIDS informa¬ 
tion often wasn’t reaching the 
Latino community. He also real¬ 
ized it wasn’t merely the fault of 
Latinos and Latinas that they 
didn’t know"what everyone else 
knew. 

“People are saying that after 
all these years if you guys have 
problems about prevention or 
education, it’s because you don’t 
want to listen to the message,” 
says Iniesta. “But for many Lati¬ 


nos and Latinas in the United 
States, they don’t have access to 
the information because they 
don’t speak English.” 

As part of a group of Latino 
AIDS activists, Iniesta ap¬ 
proached POZ magazine publish¬ 
er Sean Strub two years ago to 
remedy the situation. POZ, 
launched in 1994, already had a 
high profile as a glossy HIV 
lifestyle magazine. Iniesta and his 
colleagues felt that rather than

The Essential Gay Mystics, edited 
by Andrew Harvey; Harper- 
Collins, $21 

A uthor, lecturer, translator, 
Goddess-worshipper, and 
all-around mystic Andrew 
Harvey, who gave his first inter¬ 
view with a gay publication to the 
B.A.R. just last year, has come all 
the way out of the closet with The 
Essential Gay Mystics. And he’s 
brought a lot of fabulous people 
with him — some you’ve heard 
of, some you haven’t, but all of 
whom criss-cross the sexual/spir¬ 
itual divide with abandon. 

The companion volume to 
HarperCollins’ The Essential Mys¬ 
tics , this queer compendium of 
poetry and prose by ancient and 
modern poets, playwrights, 
philosophers and novelists East¬ 
ern, Western and Native defini¬ 
tively puts the sex back into spiri¬ 
tuality and the spirit back into 
sex. Come to think of it, when 
those two quantities meet, maybe 
what’s produced is Love, which 
people keep saying is what God’s 
supposed to be. 

Depending on your cultural 
references, you’ll be surprised to 
learn by their inclusion that writ¬ 
ers you knew to be queer were 
also mystical — or vice versa. And 
Harvey’s vision is inclusive — al¬ 
beit posthumous — allowing 
Cocteau, Colette and Yourcenar to 
penetrate his pages. (Allen Gins¬ 
berg apparently wasn’t dead by 
deadline, but why not Derek Jar¬ 
man?) 

But there never was much to 
choose from between art and re¬ 
ligion in their most essential 
forms, as this letter by Rimbaud 
suggests: 

“I say that one must be a seer , 
make oneself a seer. The poet 
makes himself a seer by a long, 
prodigious, and rational disorder¬ 
ing of all the senses. Every form of 
love, of suffering, of madness ... 
he becomes the great patient, the 
great criminal, the great accursed 
— and the great learned one! — 
among men. — For he arrives at 
the unknown! 

The harder call is perhaps 
whom one dare classify as gay or 
lesbian. (Why not Van Gogh?) 
Harvey declines to include nuns 
(with the exception,of Sor Juana 


Ines de la Cruz) or priests — even 
though convents and monasteries 
are well-known queer preserves. 

But let’s not quibble. There are 
Greeks, Romans, Native Ameri¬ 
cans, Chinese and Japanese, Per¬ 
sian Sufis (sans Rumi), Shake¬ 
speare and Michelangelo. Then 
we fast-forward to 19th- and 
20th-century Westerners, with 
nobody below the equator. 

The English-speaking 19th 
century is particularly well-repre¬ 
sented with Americans Thoreau, 
Melville, Dickinson, Whitman, 
plus Anglos Edward Fitzgerald, 
Gerald Manley Hopkins, Edward 
Carpenter, Christina Rosetti, and 
Oscar Wilde. Reading the vibrant, 
heartfelt words of these not-so- 
distant ancestors is almost un¬ 


bearably moving, seated as we are 
on this cynical prospect, the eve of 
the Millennium. Edward Carpen¬ 
ter is a particularly lucid find: 

“Sex is the allegory of Love in 
the physical world. It is from this 
fact that it derives its immense 
power ... Therefore whoever has 
truly found another has found 
not only that other, and with that 
other himself, but has found a 
third — who dwells at the center 
and holds the plastic material of 
the universe in the palm of his 
hand.” 

Harvey places Whitman at the 
center of his gay cosmology, call¬ 
ing him “the pivotal visionary in 
the history of gay mysticism and 
a key figure for an understanding 


of the sacred significance of ho¬ 
mosexual liberation in particular 
and sexual liberation in general.” 

Harvey seems to be enjoying a 
passionate embrace across the 
centuries, an intense identifica¬ 
tion with the bearded one who 
“became, through his inner expe¬ 
riences and through a fearless 
opening to sexual passion, a 
tantric master — a profoundly 
awake, wise, ecstatic, direct seer of 
the highest realities.” 

No argument, the guy got 
around. But for irony, subtle strat¬ 
egy, word choice, concision, I have 
to choose Dickinson (also well- 
represented here), the great poet 
of solitary transcendence. Terse 
where Whitman rambles, selective 
where he catalogues, retentive 


where he expulses, Dickinson wit¬ 
nesses to the unbearable suffering 
of the self and beyond, or within, 
to the ecstasy of Soul. Here’s her 
poem number 539, one Harvey 
missed: 

“The Province of the Saved / 
Should be the Art-—To save— / 
Through Skill obtained in Them¬ 
selves— / The Science of the 
Grave / No Man can understand / 
But He that hath endured / The 
Dissolution—in Himself— / That 
Man—be qualified / To* qualify 
Despair / To Those who failing 
new— / Mistake Defeat for 
Death—Each time / Till acclimat¬ 
ed—to—“ 

Maybe the best response this 
volume could inspire is a counter-

compendium of 
all the bits Har¬ 
vey left out. Cer¬ 
tainly, he has not 
exhausted his 
subject.

entries and reflection, to come to 
terms with the unsettling memo¬ 
ries of his former lover. In addi¬ 
tion to its explorations of one sex¬ 
ual extreme, “Dr. Fell” touches 
upon another significant issue of 
gay sexuality — the multiple- 
partner relationship. Bronski does 
not devote a significant amount of 
time to this issue, but he is the 
only writer in the collection who 
deals with the topic at any length. 

In addition to its out-of-the- 
ordinary offerings, Flesh and the 
Word 4 also covers more familiar 
ground. There are several tales of 
lost love, unfulfilled longings, and 
fleeting encounters. C. Bard Cole’s 
“Michael M: A Case Study of 
Doorbell Trade,” is a kind of cine¬ 
ma verite account of an intermit¬ 
tent and somewhat mysterious 
sexual relationship between the 
writer and a wandering art stu¬ 
dent/bike messenger. Vestal McIn¬ 
tyre’s “Moving Story” is an 
earnest, heartfelt tale of two lovers 
moving apart from each other. 
While AIDS clearly pervades 
many of the confessional pieces in 
the collection, Canaan Parker’s 
“One for the Road” and Jim 
Grimsley’s “The Masturbator” 
deal specifically with sexuality in 
relation to AIDS and illness. 

The writers in Lowenthal’s col¬ 
lection effectively answer his chal¬ 
lenge to “bare themselves at their 
most vulnerable.” For those will¬ 
ing to go along for the ride, Flesh 
and the Word 4 offers some mem¬ 
orable moments. ▼ 


I’ve just seen a face

You Are the Weather by Roni 
Horn; Scalo, $44.95 

| ho is she? Who is this 
py| woman whose face ap- 
1 pears in extreme close- 
up on page after page after page of 
Roni Horn’s You Are the Weather? 
At first, all we know for certain are 
the facts that Horn supplies in her 
beguiling book’s only passage of 
text: “These photographs were 
taken in July and August of 1994. 
For a six-week period I traveled 
with Margret throughout Iceland. 
Using the naturally heated waters 
that are commonplace there, we 
went from pool to pool. We 
worked daily, mostly outside, and 
regardless oftthe changeable, often 
unpredictable climate that fre¬ 
quents the island.” Slowly, we 
come to know more, or we fool 
ourselves into thinking we can 
know more, by scrutinizing these 
100 portraits of Margret as she 
emerges from the steam and aqua 
of the hot springs. We notice de¬ 
tails — red lips, piercing blue eyes, 


a small earring — and we watch 
as her face registers shifts in 
mood, from jubilant to somber, 


suspicious to trusting. 

As part of Horn’s “Encyclope¬ 
dia of Identity,” an ongoing pro¬ 
ject in which she explores the 
complex relationship between 
identity and place, You Are The 
Weather originated as an exhibi¬ 
tion and succeeds with unnerving 
intimacy in book form. Inspiring 
both personal reflection and deja 
vu, Horn’s subtly distinct portraits 
might be considered rigorously 
theoretical or intensely erotic, de¬ 
pending on how you respond to 
the mystifying repetition of a sin¬ 
gle human face. Finally, You Are 
the Weather reminds us how diffi¬ 
cult it is to truly know someone. 
I’ve looked at Margret’s face hun¬ 
dreds of times now — she’s famil¬ 
iar to the point of invisibility — 
and I probably wouldn’t recognize 
her if we crossed paths on the 
streets of Reykjavic. T

Todd Oldham: Without Bound¬ 
aries; Universe, $27.50 

W hile other super-design¬ 
ers publish overblown 
tomes exalting their con¬ 
nections to rock stars and royal 
families, Todd Oldham, as always, 
bucks the trend with homegrown 
aplomb. The convivial designer’s 
new paperbound book is a must 
for chic second-hand coffee ta¬ 
bles. It captures Oldham’s out 
sensibility with equal helpings of 
Swarovski crystal and vintage 
Technicolor photos from Arizona 
Highway magazine. 

Boasting fashion photographs, 
testimonials from friends and col¬ 
leagues — including San Francis¬ 
co-based graphic designer Tom 
Bonauro, who is responsible for 
the dreamy, kaleidoscopic look of 
the publication — and interviews 
with Oldham himself, readers 
learn about the refreshing impulse 
that inspired those zany combina¬ 
tions of retro patterns and shiny 
denim jeans (he simply lets his 
“creative flower bloom”). John Wa¬ 
ters, who penned the breezy intro¬ 
duction, suggests Oldham’s success 
comes from knowing “there really 
is no such thing as ‘ugly.’” 

Oldham emerges from these 
pages as a charmed golden boy 
with alternative culture instincts. 
But while this book definitely 
works the designer’s aura, he 
doesn’t use it to promote his own 
celebrity (though boyishly hand¬ 
some, there are no headshots of 
Oldham in these pages). Instead, 
he makes his vision* clear by dis¬ 
playing photos of his outlandish- 
ly beaded dresses — frequently 
pictured unflatteringly flattened 
on a black background — along 
with images of prized flea-market 
trinkets and outsider art canvass-

Oldham’s perky, experiential 
demeanor — he describes himself 
as “almost an idiot savant” — 
may, however, stir up venom in 
wannabe fashion mavens.

“eyes tickled” by unlikely color

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Nude is 


J ohn Ashbery wrote, ‘‘Considering 
that the male nude is a fairly 
common household object, it’s 
always surprising how ‘political’ it 
looks when represented in art.” The 
photograph of the male nude can still 
frighten the horses: a New York Times 
reviewer once opined that the nudes of 
Mapplethorpe and Hujar “inhabit a 
world that is closed to most of us, for¬ 
tunately: a world in which men expose 
their bodies to strangers in a confused 
invitation to sex.” 

Of course, that’s just our idea of a 
perfect world. Opening tonight at the 
Scott Nichols Gallery, The Male Nude 
II is a juicy assortment of photographs 
whose subjects are, as they say on the 
marquees, ail live nude men. The show 
ranges from the classic camp of Bruce 
of Los Angeles to a striking Peter 
Stackpole print of WWII Marines 
washing out their undies in a Saipan 
river, and includes memorable images 
from jock Sturges, Vince Sullivan,-Lu- 
cien Clergue, Craig Cowan and others. 
But it’s the art photographer Arthur 
Tress who steals the show. 

Tress has been staging and shooting 
his sometimes bizarre erotic psy¬ 
chodramas since the early ’70s. His 
long history of arranging tableaus of 
nude men in natural, domestic or in¬ 
dustrial landscapes has garnered art 
world attention, and the Corcoran is 
reportedly planning a show of his 
work, although you wouldn’t know it 
from the 1995 gay art survey In a Dif¬ 
ferent Light , where he was one of the 
more glaring omissions. His four por¬ 
traits here include the recent nudes- 
with-refrigerator Lovers in the Kitchen 
and the wonderfully topsy-turvy Boy 
Hanging from Tree frpm 1976. We’d say 
that boy is well hung, and so is this ex¬ 
hibition. T

Romance is, well, not so hot, as 
when Lydian, our hero, has a date 
with Jeff. “We greeted each other 
with a perfunctory sexual cou¬ 
pling, then Jeff said he hoped I’d 
had a nice time in Paris and went 
to the mealspace to brew himself a 
cup of camomile tea. He often 
made such gestures of helpfulness, 
to demonstrate to Mom that he 
did not take her services for grant¬ 
ed, even though she was a ma¬ 
chine. My Mom, with even greater 
politeness, had never spoken her 
resentment of his intrusion into 
the one small corner of the house 
that was her exclusive domain.” 
When Lydian meets Proteus while 
noodling on-line, his promise of 
exciting new experiences is just 
what she needs to break out of her 
eternal rut. An instantaneous trip 
to Paris on B-MET, and she is on 
her way to adventure. 

In this brave new world, there 
are no children, and that has chill¬ 
ing implications for life on this 
planet. “Human history ended in 
2296, when the very last death was 
officially recorded, and everyone 
who would ever be born, had been. 
It isn’t kings and queens and politi¬ 
cians and businessmen who drive 
history. It’s children. All those new 
little minds coming into being and 
looking around at what’s already 
here and figuring out how to add 
to it or change it.” Without chil¬ 
dren, without birth and death, 
nothing changes. Eternal life be¬ 
comes an eternity of sameness. 

Sameness is not what you’ll ex¬ 
perience when you read Exit to 
Reality. Just about every time you 
think you’ve figured out where 
Forbes is going with her fascinat¬ 
ing and provocative tale, she takes 
your expectations and gives them 
a good shaking. To her great cred¬ 
it, however, not once did any plot 
twist seem dishonest or the result 
of a writer’s desperation. 

Wondering what will happen 
next transforms this novel into a 
real page-turner, but as with 
Forbes’ earlier works, the writing 
will make you want to reread 
paragraphs for the pleasure of 
their exquisite form. Exit to Reali¬ 
ty is astonishing, superbly written, 
utterly compelling, completely be¬ 
lievable, and absolutely unpre¬ 
dictable. It will entertain you, and 
make you question every thing 
you thought you knew about life 
and death. Don’t miss it. ▼ 


Compelling conundrum 


by Deborah Peifer 


Torrid Zone by ReBecca Beguin; 
New Victoria, $10.95 

t eBecca Beguin is the author 
of the very fine historical 
novels Hers Was the Sky, 
Runway at Eland Springs , and In 
Unlikely Places. My experience 
with writers of historical fiction is 
that they tend to fall short when 
they attempt to write contempo¬ 
rary novels. B^guin’5 latest effort, 
however, is a happy exception to 
that contention. Torrid Zone com¬ 
bines, very effectively, a present- 
day mystery with a 20-year-old ac¬ 
cusation. 

Ida has been working on a Ver¬ 
mont horse ranch since her les- 
bian-separatist-back-to-the-land 
commune failed some years be¬ 
fore. She spends most of her time 
alone, with occasional interac¬ 
tions with Gem, her lover who 
lives out of state. When Gem asks 
Ida to provide a safe space for a 
student who is being stalked by a 
rapist, Ida’s solitary world is in¬ 


vaded. Viv, the student, decides 
that she might as well work on a 
research paper concerning lesbian 
collectives while she is in hiding, 
so her presence disturbs not only 
Ida’s present but her past as well. 

Beguin does a great job of 
combining Ida’s reverential mem¬ 
ories with Viv’s somewhat skepti¬ 
cal take on the communards and 
their attempts to make a new way 
of living. The opposition of these 
two views provides perspective on 


a fascinating period of lesbian his¬ 
tory. We learn that the collective 
collapsed when one of its mem¬ 
bers was murdered, and the 
power of the unsolved crime is 
painfully evident in the damage 
done to all of the collective mem¬ 
bers and their sense of themselves. 
Was the killer one of them? The 
author creates layers upon layers 


of mysteries as she explores the 
destructive power of a decades- 
old accusation. 

Don’t think, however, that 
Beguin’s interest is only in the past.
